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FIRST  DAY'S   PROCEEDINGS. 
Lawrence,  Mass.,  Oct.  8,  1906. 
The    Twenty-first    Annual    Convention 
of  the  Massachusetts  State  Branch  of  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor  was  called 
to   order  at   10.20   A.   M.,   in   City  Hall. 
President  Francis  J.  Clarke  in  the  chair. 
Secretary  D.   D.   Driscoll  read   Call   of 
Convention  as  follows: 

CALL   FOR    CONVENTION. 
To  the  Membership  of  the  Massachusetts 
State  Branch  of  the  American  Feder- 
ation of  Labor,  Greeting: 

Fellow  Workers:  In  compliance  with 
Section  1,  Article  III,  of  our  Constitu- 
tion, you  are  hereby  notified  that  the 
twenty-first  annual  Convention  of  the 
Massachusetts  State  Branch,  American 
Federation  of  Labor  will  be  held  in  the 
City  Hall,  Common  Street,  Lawrence, 
Massachusetts,  commencing  at  10  a.  m., 
Monday,  October  8th,  1900,  and  continu- 
ing until  the  business  of  the  Convention 
concludes. 

Hotel  accommodations  have  been  se- 
cured at  the  Franklin  House,  Broadway, 
which  will  be  headquarters;  rate  $2.00 
per  day,  room  and  meals;  also  at  the  Es- 
sex House,  Essex  Street,  and  Hotel 
Brunswick,  Essex  Street,  at  the  same 
rate. 

Article  IV,  Section  1.  The  basis  of 
representation  in  the  Convention  shall  be 
as  follows:  Each  Union  of  200  members 
or  less,  attached  to  a  National  or  Inter- 
national Union  when  one  is  in  existence, 
shall  be  entitled  to  one  Delegate  and  an 
additional  Delegate  for  the  next  200  or 
majority  fraction  thereof;  but  no  Union 
shall  be  allowed  more  than  five  represen- 
tatives. Each  Central  Labor  Union  com- 
posed of  miscellaneous  bodies,  shall  be 
entitled  to  two  Delegates;  but  no  Union 
withdrawing  from  the  State  Federation 
shall  be  entitled  to  representation  unless 
it  has  reaffiliated  at  least  three  months 
prior  to  holding  of  the  Convention. 

Article  IV,  Section  3.  Delegates  shall 
not  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Conven- 


tion of  this  body  unless  their  organization 
is  in  good  standing  as  denned  in  Article 
IV,  Section  4,  which  calls  for  them  to 
be  clear  on  the  books. 

It  is  the  hope  of  the  Massachusetts 
State  Branch  that  the  coming  Conven- 
tion at  Lawrence  will  be  the  largest  rep- 
resentative gathering  of  Organized  Labor 
in  the  history  of  the  State. 

It  is  the  duty  of  your  Union  to  be  rep- 
resented at  this  Convention  to  show  that 
it  is  interested  in  the  welfare  of  Organ- 
ized Labor,  to  encourage  the  unorganized 
to  organize  and  to  assist  the  workers  to 
concentrate  their  forces  by  uniting  to 
bring  about  a  thorough  organization  of 
all  the  wage  earners  in  this  State. 

Many  important  questions  will  come 
before  this  Convention,  one  that  will  in- 
terest all  is  the  defeat  of  the  Overtime 
Bill,  and  to  further  the  advancement  of 
Trade  Labels. 

With  your  assistance  we  can  cement 
stronger  the  band  of  unity  and  further 
the  aims  and  objects  of  Organized  Labor. 
Justice  to  all  is  the  principal  reason  for 
urging  every  affiliated  organization  to 
send  Delegates  to  this  Convention  to  as- 
sist in  establishing  better  wages,  and  a 
better  chance  for  self  improvement  as 
men  and  women,  as  trade  unionists,  and 
for  more  of  the  better  things  of  life. 
With  the  purpose  of  obtaining  these  ends 
in  the  interest  of  the  wage  earners  we 
urge  your  organization  to  have  represen- 
tatives at  the  Convention.

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the  delegates  in  behalf  of  Organized  La- 
bor, as  follows: 
Friends  and  Fellow  Delegates: 

In  behalf  of  the  Organized  Labor 
movement  of  Lawrence  it  becomes  a  very 
pleasant  duty  to  me  to  extend  to  you, 
the  representatives  of  one  hundred  thou- 
sand organized  wage  earners  of  our  Com- 
monwealth a  hearty  greeting  and  wel- 
come this  morning,  to  this  the  greatest 
textile  centre  in  the  new  world. 

We  welcome  you  here,  not  only  be- 
cause of  a  comradeship  that  is  world 
wide,  but  because  your  presence  will  in- 
spire and  uplift  those  who  are  workers 
in  the  cause  of  Labor.  It  will  spur  them 
to  redouble  their  efforts  and  to  promote 
a  more  thorough  organization  and  a 
more  perfect  union  of  the  wage  earners. 

We  have  no  doubt  but  your  presence 
among  us  will  do  great  good  to  the  local 
movement  and  still  greater  good  to  the 
general  movement. 

,It  is  unnecessary  to  point  out  at  this 
time  the  great  good  that  has  come  to  the 
textile  workers  of  the  Merrimac  Valley 
through  the  agitation  and  organization 
of  the  working  people. 

In  welcoming  you  to  our  great  indus- 
trial centre,  let  me  remind  you  of  the 
vast  work  of  organization  that  lies  ahead 
of  us  in  the  textile   industry. 

The  employees  in  the  textile  industry 
number  more  than  1,200,000  people  in 
this  nation  today,  and  95  per  cent,  of 
them  are  unorganized. 

Massachusetts  is  the  great  textile  state 
and  Lawrence  is  the  greatest  textile  cen- 
tre. This  State  alone  should  furnish 
150,000  members  to  the  United  Textile 
Workers  Unions.  Among  the  other  im- 
portant matters  that  you  will  most  likely 
consider  is  the  far  reaching  and  impor- 
tant subject  of  organization  on  political 
lines. 

We  desire  to  make  your  visit  with  us 
a  pleasant  and  a  profitable  one. 

We  know  it  will  be  profitable  to  us  for 
the  united  wisdom  of  the  men  who  are 
before  me  is   something  to  be  proud  of. 

The  people  of  this  good  city  join  us  in 
bidding   you    a   welcome. 

We  ask  you  to  prolong  your  stay  and 
while  you  are  here  to  feel  that  you  are 
with  friends  and  comrades. 

All  arrangements  have  been  made  to 
make  your  stay  with  us  a  pleasant  one 
in  so  far  as  our  resources  and  abilities 
lie. 

We  thank  you  very  kindly  for  the 
honor  you  have  paid  us  in  making  Law- 
rence the  convention  city  for  1906. 

We  shall  long  remember  this  as  one  of 
the  important  events  in  our  history  and 
we  are  sure  we  will  gain  wisdom, 
strength  and  good  cormnon  sense  from 
our  association. 


Let  the  spirit  of  brotherhood  and  prac- 
tical common  sense  prevail.  We  are  all 
brothers  in  this  great  cause  and  so  we 
welcome  you  to  this  home  of  ours  with  a 
brother  love  and  honor. 

President  Clark  referred  to  the  greet- 
ing extended  by  President  Maloney  of 
the  local  C  .L.  U.  branch  and  introduced 
Mayor  John  P.  Kane  who  delivered  a 
brief  speech  of  welcome.  Mayor  Kane 
spoke  as  follows: 

"Delegates  to  this  Convention:  In 
looking  out  upon  this  assembly  and  lis- 
tening to  my  friend,  Robert  S.  Malony, 
who,  by  the  way,  was  at  one  time  a  pupil 
of  mine,  I  almost  regret  that  I  am  not 
a  member  of  any  labor  union.  It  is  at 
once  a  great  privilege  as  well  as  an 
honor  to  welcome  in  the  name  of  the 
Commonwealth  this  gathering  of  dele- 
gates representing  the  great  laboring 
community  of  Massachusetts.  We  have 
been  fortunate  in  this  city  in  that  we 
have  experienced  but  one  serious  labor 
disturbance,  our  freedom  from  labor 
troubles  being  due  to  the  common  sense 
used  by  those  in  charge  of  the  labor  in- 
terests here.  If  you  will  pardon  me,  I 
would  offer  one  suggestion.  I  am  a  law- 
yer, and  as  such  cannot  belong  to  a 
union;  I  am  one  of  those  social  parasites 
(laughter),  but  I  would  call  your  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that  it  is  your  duty  to 
enact  a  law  which  will  take  away  from 
the  courts  the  power  to  issue  injunctions 
Avhere  no  criminal  act  has  been  com- 
mitted. I  suggest  that  you  use  every  ef- 
fort to  secure  the  passage  of  such  a  law." 

President  Clark  referred  humorously 
to  the  fact  that  the  Mayor  said  he  was 
not  a  member  of  any  Labor  Union  but 
called  attention  to  the  fact  that  he  was 
one  of  a  powerful  body,  the  lawyers,  who 
controlled  all  the  law  business,  just  as 
the  laboring  man  was  determined  to  con- 
trol the  force  of  labor. 

Upon  motion  of  Delegate  Nolan  a  ris- 
ing vote  of  thanks  was  tendered  to 
Mayor  Kane  for  his  welcome  address  to 
the   Convention. 

President  Clarke  appointed  T.  M. 
Nolan,  Assistant  Secretary;  J.  J.  Sulli- 
van, of  Coal  Teamsters'  Union,  Messen- 
ger; J.  RadclifFe,  of  St.  Railway  Men's 
Union,  Sergt.  of  Arms.

To    the    Officers    and    Delegates    of    the 

Twenty-First  Annual   Convention   of 

the      Massachusetts      State     Branch 

American   Federation  of  Labor: 

As  the  accredited  representative  of  the 
Organized  Labor  movement  of  Massachu- 
setts, I  bid  you  a  cordial  welcome.  May 
your  meetings  be  harmonious  and  your 
deliberations  prove  fruitful. 

The  conditions  confronting  us  today 
require  more  thoughtfulness  than  ever, 
owing  to  the  fact  that  the  employing 
class,  realizing  that  organized  labor  is 
demanding  more  of  the  product  in  the 
form  of  increased  wages  and  shorter 
days,  and  that  their  margin  of  profit  is 
in  danger  of  being  reduced,  are  organized 
or  are  organizing  for  the  express  purpose 
of  breaking  up  Unions  of  Labor.  They 
are  assisted  in  their  efforts  by  the 
"Eliot"  heroes,  in  some  cases,  and  by  the 
unthinking,  selfish  workman  or  woman, 
in  others.  But  we  are  making  progress 
in  spite  of  all  opposition. 

Let  us  endeavor  to  make  this,  the  21st 
Annual  Convention,  one  whioh  will  in 
future  be  looked. upon  as  an  epoch. 

In  compliance  with  our  laws  T  will 
now  submit  my  report  for  the  past  year: 

DISORGANIZED  SECTION'S. 
There  are  many  disorganized  sections 
in  our  State  which  should  receive  atten- 
tion,, and  among  them  are  some  of  the 
large  manufacturing  cities.  In  order 
that  those  places  may  be  reached  and 
brought  into  the  Union  camp,  it  is  nec- 
essary that  organizers  visit  them  fre- 
quently or  be  placed  there  permanently. 
To  assist  in  this  work  of  organizing  I 
would  suggest  and  recommend  that  the 
National  A.  F.  of  L.  be  asked  to  place 
an  organizer  in  Massachusetts  whose 
whole  time  shall  be  devoted  to  work  in 
this  State.

TRADE  AGREEMENTS. 
We  shall  at  all  times  insist  upon  a 
strict  observance  of  all  Trade  Agree- 
ments. The  fact  that  we  may  have  made 
a  bad  agreement  is  no  excuse  for  viola- 
tion.    We  should  benefit  by  the  experi- 
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ence  and  guard  against  making  similar 
mistakes  in  the  future.  Honor  demands 
that  we  keep  inviolate  any  contract  we 
may  make. 

OVERTIME  BILL. 

The  Overtime  Bill  was  again  defeated 
in  the  Senate  but  only  by  methods  which 
every  honest  man  must  condemn.  The 
Bill,  having  been  ordered  to  be  engrossed 
by  a  vote  of  20  to  17,  the  opponents  of 
the  bill  gave  notice  of  reconsideration,  a 
thing  never  done  before  at  that  stage, 
and  by  the  acts  of  six  senators,  who 
stayed  away  or  did  not  vote,  the  bill 
was  reconsidered  and  killed  in  the  Sen- 
ate. 

Those  false  friends  should  not  be  for- 
gotten, and  when  the  time  comes  to  cast 
your  vote  see  that  it  is  cast  in  such  a 
way  each  and  every  one  of  them  will  be 
left  at  home.  They  have  put  a  blotch 
on  the  fair  name  of  Massachusetts.  To 
enact  an  Overtime  Bill  the  coming  year, 
we  must  elect  our  friends  to  represent 
us,  and  must  drive  our  enemies  out. 

The  women  and  children  of  our  Com- 
monwealth must  be  protected.  Let  it 
not  be  said  that  dollars  can  longer  con- 
trol legislation,  but  that  the  higher 
ideals  of  humanity  shall  dominate  all. 

WAGE  EARNERS'  CLUBS. 

The  A.  F.  of  L.,  having  determined 
that  the  time  has  arrived  for  the  work- 
ing man  to  go  into  politics,  as  non-par- 
tisans, for  the  purpose  of  defeating  our- 
enemies  and  assisting  our  friends,  re- 
gardless of  party,  and  as  our  Senate  has 
proven  to  us  that,  as  now  constituted, 
we  can  expect  nothing  from  it  in  the 
line  of  progressive  legislation,  I  would 
urge  every  worker  to  render  all  assist- 
ance possible  to  relegate  to  a  back  seat 
those  Senators  and  Representatives  who 
have  proven  false  to  our  interests.  Our 
Congressmen  also  should  be  looked  after, 
and  whenever  it  is  found  that  they  have 
not  proven  true  to  us,  assist  in  keeping 
them  away  from  Washington. 

Join  Wage  Earners'  Clubs  in  your  va- 
rious localities  and  do  not  allow  any- 
thing or  any  one  to  interfere  in  such  a 
way  as  would  endanger  the  success  of 
the  movement.  Those  who  might  inter- 
fere and  attack  our  friends  because  of 
their  personal  enmeties  or  friendships, 
and  by  that  act  defeat  our  cause,  must 
be  classed  as  among  the  most  dangerous 
enemies  of  the  workers,  and  treated  as 
such  by  all. 

LABELS. 
There  should  be  more  activity  dis- 
played by  the  rank  and  file  in  pushing 
the  Labels  of  all  crafts.  There  is  an 
organized  effort  being  made  by  its  ene- 
mies to  destroy  its  influence;   and  I  re- 


gret that  it  appears  to  be  making  head- 
way  in   some   sections. 

Ladies'  Label  Leagues  should  receive 
more  attention  than  formerly.  Teach 
our  wives  and  children  that  to  purchase 
anything  but  Union  made  goods  is  det- 
rimental to  their  best  interests.  Money 
spent  in  the  purchase  of  Union  made 
goods  is  a  good  investment,  and  good 
investments  bring  good  returns  to  the  in- 
vestor. 

WOODWORKERS    OF   WHITMAN. 

The  Woodworkers  of  Whitman,  Mass., 
have  been  enjoined  from  interfering 
with  the  Atwood  Box  Manufacturing 
Company,  and  as  I  understand,  the  In- 
junction, if  allowed  to  stand,  establishes 
a  new  precedent  in  law.  I  believe  it 
should  be  brought  to  the  Supreme  Court 
for  a  decision  of  the  full  bench,  for  if 
allowed  to  stand  as  it  is,  we  will  find 
it  an  obstacle  which  will  be  dangerous 
to   our  interests  in  the  future. 

HIGH  DUES. 

I  feel  that  it  is  my  duty  again  to  call 
to  your  attention  the  fact  that  you 
should  make  every  effort  to  put  your 
organization  on  a  solid  basis.  In  order 
to  do  so,  I  recommend  that  all  who  have 
the  so-called  Low  Dues,  make  their  dues 
at  least  25   cents  per  week. 

2d.  Put  in  officers,  not  because  they 
are  good  fellows,  but  because  they  are 
capable  and  honest. 

In  order  to  give  proper  protection  to 
those  who  serve  us  in  an  official  capacity, 
we  should  insist  that  any  one  assailiing 
their  character,  produce  proof  of  their 
assertions  or  be  disciplined.  We  put  in 
official  positions  people  to  do  the  work 
required  in  that  position,  not  to  be  the 
target  for  abuse  and  calumny. 

GEORGE  E.   McNEIL. 

Since  our  last  Convention,  death  has 
taken  from  us  another  of  the  shining 
lights  of  the  Labor  movement,  a  man 
who  was  ever  ready  to  render  whatever 
assistance  it  was  in  his  power  to  give  to 
advance  the  labor  interests.  I  refer  to 
that  noble  worker,  the  father  of  the 
eight  hour"  movement,  George  E.  Mc- 
Neil.    May  his  soul  rest  in  peace. 

This  Convention  should  take  such  ac- 
tion as  will  assist  in  perpetuating  the 
memory  of  our  departed  brother. 

RESOLUTIONS    COMMITTEE    OF 
FIVE. 

I  recommend  that  a  committee  of  five 
be  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  drawing 
up  resolutions  declaring  that  all  Locals 
should  affiliate  with  State  Branches  of 
the  A.  F.  of  L.,  those  resolutions  to  be 
sent  to  all  National  and  International 
Unions  for  their  approval.     Upon  receiv- 
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ing  notice  of  approval,  our  Secretary- 
Treasurer  to  send  a  copy  to  each  local 
in  our  State. 

The  Ex-Council  report  will  cover  the 
grievances  which  have  been  handled  by 
them  the  past  year,  so  I  will  not  take 
up  your  time  by  mentioning  any,  except 
one. 

I  mention  that  because  it  gives  a  fair 
idea  of  the  value  of  being  affiliated  with 
our  State  Branch. 

I  refer  to  the  Teamsters'  trouble  in 
Boston,  which  had  reached  an  acute 
stage  and  a  strike  on  a  large  scale  was 
about  to  take  place.  When  Sec.  Treas. 
Driscoll  and  Vice  Pies.  Cohen  took  a 
band  in  the  case  and  through  the  good 
offices  of  the  Civic  Federation,  brought 
both  parties  together  in  conference*and 
finally  to  a  settlement  of  the  trouble. 

The  State  Board  of  Arbitration  had 
made  the  effort  to  bring  both  parties  to- 
gether in  conference  and  failed. 

On  March  24,  1906,  in  company  of 
Stuart  Reid  I  went  to  New  Bedford, 
Mass.,  for  the  purpose  of  having  the 
C.  L.  U.  of  that  place  take  such  action 
as  would  be  needed  to  eject  the  delegates 
from  the  I.  W.  W.  who  had  been  per- 
mitted to  take  seats  in  that  body.  Suf- 
fice it  it  to  say  that  the  body  did  as  we 
asked  them  to  do  and  got  rid  of  an  ele- 
ment who  were  detrimental  to  them  and 
the  Trade  Union  of  their  city. 

Where  contagious  diseases  enter  the 
homes  of  the  workingman  and  he  is 
quarantined,  I  believe  the  State  should 
pay  him  in  addition  to  that  which  it 
pays  for  now,  for  the  time  he  has  lost. 

In  the  enforcement  of  the  laws  per- 
taining to  Child  Labor,  eight  (8)  hour 
day,  Inspector  of  Factories  and  Dwell- 
ings, etc.,  in  which  Labor  Unions  have  so 
much  interest,  I  believe  we  should  have 
labor  men  who  have  had  experience  in 
the  Labor  movement  as  Inspectors. 

There  is  not  a  commission  in  state  Oi 
city  but  what  we  should  have  a  true 
representative  of  Labor  on. 

The  Executive  Council  should  en- 
deavor to  have  Labor  men  appointed  to 
the  various  commissions  in  our  state, 
cities  and  towns  during  the  coming  year. 

In  order  that  children  who  may  have 
violated  the  law  may  not  be  brought  in 
contact  with  hardened  criminals  I  be- 
lieve that  Juvenile  Courts  should  be  es- 
tablished in  every  city  and  town  in  Mas- 
sachusetts; and  Labor  men  should  be 
appointed  as  Probation  officers.  In  our 
ranks  are  many  men  of  high  executive 
ability,  coupled  with  high  moral  char- 
acter and  have  that  peculiar  tact  which 
secures  the  child's  confidence  and  respect. 
They  are  thus  better  able  to  secure  the 
best  results  for  the  child  and  community. 

There  are  about  eleven  hundred  (1100) 


Unions  in  our  State  who  have  w<\  .i- 
yet  become  affiliated  with  our  State 
Branch.  While  it  is  true  that  we  can 
count  on  receiving  their  support  in  cer- 
tain (vises,  si  ill  it  would  be  better  for 
us  all  if  they  would  affiliate  and  thus 
solidify  and  unite  the  entire  Labor  move- 
ment in  our  State.  This  must  be  accom- 
plished so  let  us  put  our  shoulder  to  the 
wheel,  and  have  at  least  400  locals  rep- 
resented at  our  next  Convention  ,if  the 
Delegates  to  this  Convention,  will  only 
speak  a  good  word  for  this  State  Branch, 
this  can  be  accomplished.  Many  of  us 
belong  to  fraternal  organizations  and 
will  put  before  our  friends  the  benefits 
to  be  derived  by  joining  them.  If  we 
do  that  for  a  fraternal  organization  why 
can  we  not  do  the  same  thing  for  the 
Labor  Organization? 

The  benefits  derived  from  Unions  has 
enabled  many  of  us  to  join  fraternal  or- 
ganizations and  if  that  is  so,  we  should 
endeavor  to  devote  some  of  our  time  to 
the  upbuilding  of  the  entire  Labor  move- 
ment as  represented  in  the  A.  F.   of  L. 

INVITATIONS    TO   ANNUAL 
CONVENTIONS. 

I  would  submit  for  your  consideration 
the  advisability  of  extending  invitations 
to  officers  of  State  Branches,  bounded  by 
our  State,  to  attend  our  Annual  Conven- 
tions. 

I  believe  it  would  be  a  source  of  profit 
and  pleasure  to  all,  and  would  enable  us 
better  to  do  the  work  or  organizing 
places  on  the  borders  of  our  State. 
Many  o  fthe  State  Branches  in  neighbor- 
ing States  are  yoving  and  are  endeavor- 
ing to  perfect  their  organizations,  and 
would  be  only  too  glad  to  accept  invi- 
tations and  attend  meetings  of  the  Mas- 
sachusetts State  Branch  in  order  to 
study  our  methods  of  doing  business.- 

EXECUTIVE  COUNCIL. 
The  Executive  Council  are  endeavoring 
to  have  the  eight  hour  law  enforced 
throughout  the  State.  The  matters  re- 
ferred to  the  Executive  Council  by  the 
last  Convention  have  all  been  acted 
upon;  and  the  action  taken  will  be  found 
in  the  Executive   Council   Report. 

UNIONS. 

There  should  be  a  stronger  effort  made 
by  the  Delegates  to  this  Convention, 
upon  their  return  home,  to  induce  those 
Unions  who  are  not  affiliated  with  the 
State  Branch  to  join  with  us. 

In  conclusion,  I  extend  my  sincere 
thanks  to  the  Delegates  to  the  State 
Branch  Convention  for  the  honors  con- 
ferred upon  me,  and  also  for  your  cour- 
teous -treatment. 

To    mv    eolleag\ies    on    the    Executive 
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Council  I  also  feel  grateful  for  their 
kindly  treatment  during  my  conection 
with  the  State  Branch. 

Those  have  been  years  of  pleasure,  and 
the  friendships  there  made  1  hope  will 
always  continue  unbroken. 

May  our  State  Branch  grow  and  con- 
tinue to  perform  its  work  in  a  manner 
which  will  advance  the  interests  of  the 
workers.  It  has  a  record  of  which  we 
all  may  feel  proud.     I  am,

During  the  year,  Unions  owing  one 
year  per  capita  tax  were  suspended.  We 
have    invited    them    to    re-affiliate.      The 


names  of  the  Unions  suspended  will 
not  be  read  or  printed,  as  I  believe  that 
by  personal  visit  of  the:  officers,  most  of 
them  will  affiliate  in  the  next  year. 
Some  Unions  have  withdrawn,  and  your 
officers  attended  their  meetings  to  dis- 
cuss with  the  members,  the  question  of 
withdrawing  from   the  State   Branch. 

President  Francis  J.  Clarke,  Vice  Pres- 
ident Edw.  Cohen,  Vice  President  Philip 
Sweet  and  Sec-Treasurer  D.  D.  Driseoll 
attended  meetings  of  the  Lasters'  Union, 
and  Cutters'  Union,  after  the  last  Con- 
vention, to  show  reasons  why  the  Local 
should  be  part  of  the  State  Branch. 

We  discussed  the  question,  and  an- 
swered all  questions  asked  of  the  officers. 

The  Lasters'  Union,  of  Brockton,  voted 
to  withdraw.  Also  a  Local  Union  of  the 
Boot  and  Shoe  Workers'  of  Lynn.  The 
Cutters'  Local  voted  to  continue  their  af- 
filiations. The  Treers'  Union,  of  Brock- 
ton,  withdrew. 

It  is  not  my  intention  to  discuss  this 
question  in  my  report,  as  I  believe  no 
good  reason  was  given  for  their  with- 
drawal, and  at  all  Convent  Tons,  and  all 
Local  Unions,  the  majority  should  rule. 
Many  individual  members  of  the  various 
Trade  Unions  do  not  agree  with  some 
questions  and  actions  taken  by  their 
Local,  and  no  man  at  this  Convention 
believes  he,  or  they,  should  withdraw 
from  their  Local  Union.  I  believe  that 
all  Local  Unions  should  be  part  of  the 
State  Branch,  and  at  the  Conventions 
discuss  the  questions  as  Trade  Union- 
ists, for  it  is  only  through  Central  Labor 
Unions,  and  State  Branches,  that  the 
Labels  of  all  crafts  will  be  advanced. 
At  these  Conventions,  every  local  of  a 
label  trade,  should  not  only  be  affiliated, 
but  represented  by  Delegates,  and  con- 
tinue to  work  for  their  fellow-craftsmen, 
and  ,  if  some  resolution  is  adopted  that 
you  or  I  do  not  approve  of,  is  no  reason 
why  the   organization   should  disband. 

I  hope  to  see  the  day  when  every  Local 
Union  will  compose  the  State  Branch, 
and  all  Trade  Labels  receive  our  unani- 
mous support.  I  expect  to  see  that 
spirit  of  appreciation  from  Local  Unions, 
which,  if  they  do  not  need  any  assist- 
ance at  this  time,  will  be  here  in  the  fu- 
ture to  assist  those  that  need  all  help 
possible  so  that  the  wage  earners'  condi- 
tions may  be  better.  This  will  only  be 
accomplished  through  a  well  organized 
and  business-like  organization. 
OFFICERS'  WORK. 

Your  officers  in  the  past  year  have 
done  great  work  in  the  interest  of  the 
wage  earners  and  the  public  in  general. 
It  is  not  my  intention  to  report  at  this 
time  of  all  the  work  carried  on  by  your 
officers,  and  the  various  committees  they 
have  acted  upon.     Pres.  F.  J.  Clarke  and 


u 
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Sec.  D.  D.  Driscoll  called  on  Governor 
Guild  before  he  was  inaugurated  as  Gov- 
ernor, in  the  interest  of  Child  Labor  Leg- 
islation, and  increasing  the  State  Police. 
We  were  much  pleased  with  our  recep- 
tion, and  the  Governor's  address  to  the 
Legislature.  He  recommended  the  in- 
crease of  the  State  Police,  and  we  re- 
ceived new  laws,  that  gave  the  power  to 
the  Truant  officer  to  visit  the  mills  and 
take  the  child  from  work,  that  came 
under  the  laws  of  the  State. 

After  the  adjournment  of  our  last 
State  Convention,  at  Pittsfield,  Mass., 
one  of  the  political  parties  advertised  in 
many  papers  and  on  many  bill-boards,  of 
action,  which  never  came  before  our  Con- 
vention, after  receiving  many  letters  and 
papers  on  the  matter,  I  men  Mr.  Thomas 
Talbot,  and  told  him  the  advertisement 
was  a  fake  and  requested  the  same  with- 
drawn, which  was  done.  I  then  mailed 
the  following  circular  to  all  the  Unions 
in  Massachusetts,  after  receiving  the 
following  letters: 

(COPIED-LETTER.) 

Mr.  D.  D.  Driscoll,   Secretary-Treasurer, 

American  Federation  of  Labor, 

Boston,  Mass.. 

Dear   Sir: — - 

Lieut.  Governor  Curtis  Guild,  Jr.,  has 
called  to  our  attention  an  advertisement 
which  has  been  published  in  the  local 
papers  by  this  Committee  in  the  inter- 
ests of  the  Republican  candidates  for 
Governor  and  Lieut.  Governor,  and  has 
pointed  out  an  error  in  that  part  of  the 
advertisement  which  refers  to  himself  as 
an  advocate  of  measures  for  the  aboli- 
tion of  Child  Labor. 

The  advertisement  states  that  the  A. 
F.  of  L.,  at  its  recent  Convention  at 
Pittsfield,  adopted  a  resolution  endors- 
ing Mr.  Guild  for  Governor,  while,  I  am 
informed,  the  facts  are  that  the  refer- 
ence to  our  candidate  for  Governor  ap- 
peared in  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Child  Labor,  of  which  Mr.  Joseph  G. 
Jackson  of  Fall  Eiver  was  chairman. 

The  error  can  only  be  accounted  for 
by  the  fact  that  in  several  newspapers 
the  report  of  the  above  committee  was 
featured  as  an  endorsement  of  Mr. 
Guild,  without  reference  to  the  fact  that 
the  said  report  had  not  been  adopted  by 
the  Convention  as  a  whole.  There  is 
certainly  no  disposition  on  our  part  to 
connect  the  name  of  your  organization 
with  political  action  which,  I  am  in- 
formed, is  expressly  prohibited  by  your 
By-Laws.  We  deeply  regret  the  error 
which  has  occurred  and  hasten  to  assure 
you  that  the  incorrect  advertisement 
will  be  immediately  withdrawn  and  that 
in   the   next    issue    of   the   papers   which 


published  it,  there  will  appear  a  suitable 
correction.

Dear   Sir  and  Brother: 

Our  attention  has  been  called  to  an 
advertisement  which  appeared  in  the 
daily  papers,  among  which  is  the  Wor- 
cester Telegram  and  another  is  published 
in  Leominster,  that  at  our  recent  State 
Convention,  held  in  Pittsfield.  October  9; 
10,  II,  12,  1905,  we  endorsed  Mr.  Curtis 
Guild  for  Governor  for  his  action  on 
Child  Labor. 

THIS  ADVERTISEMENT  IS  FALSE. 

We  never  took  any  such  action. 

Mr.  Guild's  name  was  not  mentioned 
at  the  Convention. 

I  have  received  a  letter  by  special  de- 
livery from  Mr.  Talbot  Chairman  of  the 
Republican  State  Committee,  stating 
that  it  was  an  error  and  can  only  be  ac- 
counted for  by  some  publication  in  a 
Pittsfield  paper,  that  he  deeply  regrets 
the  error,  and  that  the  incorrect  adver- 
tisement will  be  withdrawn. 

In  justice  to  the  Massachusetts  State 
Branch,  American  Federation  of  Labor, 
I  hope  you  will  call  on  the  Press  and 
inform  them  that  no  such  action  took 
place   at   our  State  Convention.

At  the  request  of  Firemen  and  Engi- 
neers', we  waited  upon  the  Metropolitan 
Sewera«p  Commission  to  raise  the  was'es 
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of  the  Engineers  and  Firemen  working 
for  the  State,  up  to  the  Standard  wage. 
We  then  laid  the  matter  before  the  Gov- 
ernor of  the  State,  and  after  looking  up 
the  matter,  we  succeeded  in  raising  some 
of  the  men's  wages,  and  today  the  State 
is  far  behind  in  paying  the  Union  wage. 

I  have  given  this  matter  a  great  deal 
of  my  time,  and  in  order  to  get  the 
wages  for  the  men,  we  must  go  before 
the  committee  on  Ways  and  Means  of 
the  Senate,  and  ask  them  to  appropriate 
enough  money,  so  that  the  Firemen  in 
the  Metropolitan  Sewerage,  may  get  the 
Union  wage.  On  this  subject,  I  recom- 
mend that  the  committee  ask  the  said 
committee  to  furnish  the  money,  that 
the  Governor  of  this  State  be  asked  to 
appear  before  the  committee,  and  assist, 
so  that  the  State  may  lead  in  wages  and 
not  follow,  and  give  justice  to  all  that 
work  for  wages. 

At  the  request  of  Firemen's  Local,  No. 
3,  to  act  as  their  representative  on  ques- 
tion of  putting  another  fireman  to  work 
in  a  Brewery,  I  consented  to  act.  I  met 
with  the  representative  of  the  Employer, 
and  after  two  meetings,  we  selected  Mr. 
Goddard,  President  of  the  South  End 
National  Bank.  The  following  were  pre- 
sented to  the  committee: 

(COPIED-LETTER.) 
To  the  Arbitration  Committee: 

Gentlemen : 
The  International  Brotherhood  of 
Stationary  Firemen,  Local  3  of  Boston, 
beg  to  submit:  That  the  contract  now 
existing  between  our  union  and  the 
brewery  proprietors  of  Boston  is  being 
and  has  been  continuously  violated  by 
the  owners  of  the  Waldberg  Brewery 

We  claim  that  Article  I,  of  said  agree- 
ment is  being  violated,  inasmuch  as  it 
says:  "That  all  firemen  employed  shall 
be  members  in  good  standing  of  the  In- 
ternational Brotherhood  of  Stationary 
Firemen  and  shall,  if  not  already  mem- 
bers of  Local  No.  3,  become  so  as  soon 
as  possible." 

Now,  as  one  of  the  eight  hour  shifts, 
viz.:  from  3  to  11  P.  M.,  is  filled  by  a 
man  not  a  member  of  the  Firemen's 
Union,  not  classed,  rated  or  paid  as  a 
fireman,  and  holding  another  position  as 
engineer,  we  do  not  think  it  is  fair  to 
the  other  brewers  of  Boston,  with  whom 
the  Waldberg  is  in  competition,  to  have 
said  brewery  pai'tially  exempt  from  like 
conditions  in  the  matter  of  labor  in  the 
fireroom. 

Again,  we  claim  and  maintain  that 
there  are  only  two  firemen  in  the  Wald- 
berg Brewery,  and  as  the  boiler  or  boil- 
ers there  are  operated  continuously  for 
twenty-four  hours  each  day,  and  as 
eight  hours  constitute  a  day's  work,  ac- 
cording to  agreement,  we   feel   that  said 


brewery  is  obliged  to  employ  three  fire- 
men.

We  then  agreed  that  each  side  shall 
pay  half  the  expense.  After  hearing 
from  both  sides,  and  both  present,  I  took 
the  Agreement,  section  by  section,  and 
am  pleased  to  say  the  decision  was  in 
our  favor.  We  have  today  the  third 
fireman  working  there  eight  months  in 
the  year.  The  decision  was  accepted, 
and  the  arrangements  made  with  the 
Union  on  the  work,  for  the  eight  months 
in  the   year. 

We  have  taken  up  the  question  of  the 
large  department  stores  to  give  the 
eight  hour  day  to  the  Engineers  and 
Firemen.  This  matter  should  receive 
some  action  by  the  Delegates  to  this 
Convention. 

At  the  request  of  the  Hatters'  and 
Firemen's  Union,  the  grievance  at  a 
Union  Hat  Factory  was  referred  to  me. 
After  investigating  the  matter,  finding 
as  in  many  cases,  one  man  doing  tht 
work  of  another  craft,  which  we  stopped, 
and  had  another  union  man  put  to  do  his 
craft  work.  The  third  man  became  a 
member  of  the  Firemen's  Union,  with 
the  eight  hour  day.  I  have  taken  up 
many  matters  for  these  Unions,  and  am 
pleased  to  say  that  their  wages  were 
increased,  and  their  work  hours  short- 
ened. 

At  the  request  of  the  officers  of  the 
Brockton  Central  Labor  Union.  I  visited 
the  various  shoe  factories  to  have  the 
wages  increased,  and  hours  shortened. 
With  Vice-President  Sheehan,  Brockton 
C.  L.  U.,  we  visited  them,  and  brought 
about  the  above  request.  With  Vice- 
President  Edw.  Cohen,  we  gave  weeks  of 
our  time  on  the  Garment  Workers' 
Label,  visiting  their  employers  on  the 
nine  hour  day,  and  the  union  shop.  We 
reported  on  our  work  on  this  subject  to 
the  Garment  Workers'  Union,  No.  1. 
The  nine  hour  day  was  promised  by  all 
the  employers. 

By  vote  of  the  last  Convention.  I  went 
to  Holyoke,  and  took  up  the  grievance 
of  the  Bartenders,  that  existed  for  two 
years.  The  Bartenders  agreed  to  leave 
the  whole  matter  in  my  hands.  I  then 
arranged  to  meet  Mr.  Nugent,"  and  we 
agreed  upon  Arbitration.  The  Central 
Labor  Union  of  Holyoke,  selected  my- 
self. 1  met  with  Mr.  Nugent,  and  his 
representative  at  Holyoke,  to  agree  upon 
a  third  man.  Before  agreeing  upon  a 
third  man,  and  going  all  through  the 
case,  I  made  a  proposition  to  Mr.  Nu- 
gent, which  he  finally  accepted, and  we 
now  have  a  union  bartender  working 
there,  and  the  firm  is  on  the  fair  list. 

Porters,     employed     in     our     principal 
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hotels,  organized  a  trade  union,  and  in 
a  few  days  after  they  organized,  fifteen 
men  were  discharged.  This  matter  was 
called  to  our  attention.  We  took  up 
the  case,  and  with  Geo.  Tagen,  Chair- 
man of  the  Unionizing  and  Label  Com- 
mittees, Boston  C.  L.  U.j  we  visited  all 
concerned  and  agreed  to  leave  the  mat- 
ter in  the  hands  of  the  State  Board  of 
Arbitration.  We  met  with  the  Board, 
and  laid  the  matter  over,  until  the 
owner  could  appear  before  the  board,  at 
the  final  meeting  of  all  interested,  prop- 
ositions were  submitted.  We  had  the 
men  on  the  pay  roll  all  this  time,  while 
the  case  was  pending  before  the  Board  of 
Arbitration:  We  mutually  agreed  upon 
the  proposition  offered.  All  men  were 
reinstated  in  their  former  position,  and 
the  Union  is  meeting  with  success. 

At  the  request  of  the  Building  Trades 
and  Central  Labor  Union,  of  Boston,  I 
waited  upon  Mr.  Haskell,  of  the  Boston 
Herald,  and  requested  him  not  to  handle 
the  unfair  product  then  in  the  building. 
This  he  refused  to  do.  A  strike  was 
called  at  3  P.  M  .on  Saturday.  At  6 
P.  M.  many  crafts  had  left  the  building. 
On  the  same  night,  Saturady,  many  men 
received  injunctions.  On  Sunday  morn- 
ing, 12.15  midnight,  they  left  an  injunc- 
tion at  my  house.  They  lost  no  time 
in  getting  them  out.  We  must  have 
relief  from  this  rise  of  injunction  of  and 
by  the  advice  of  lawyers.  On  Sunday 
evening,  we  met  Mr.  Haskell,  and  at  2 
A.  M.  Monday,  he  accepted  our  proposi- 
tion, agreeing  to  return  the  unfair  prod- 
uct at  the  cost  of  $7,000. 

The  following  credential  was  received 
by  Vice-President  Edw.  Cohen,  and  Sec. 
D.  D.  Driscoll,  with  full  power  to  act  in 
their  behalf. 

(COPIED.) 
We  the  undersigned,  James  A.  Duffy 
and  Daniel  J.  Tobin  holding  full  power 
from  Teamsters'  Local,  No.  25,  to  nego- 
tiate and  sign  an  agreement  with  the 
Master  Teamsters'  Association,  covering 
all  conditions  of  employment  for  the  year 
beginning  April  2,  1906,  do  hereby  fully 
delegate  said  power  to  negotiate  and 
sign  said  agreement  on  our  behalf  and 
on  behalf  of  Local  No.  25,  to  Dennis  D. 
Driscoll,  Secretary-Treasurer,  and  Ed- 
ward Cohen,  Second  Vice-President,  of 
the  Masachusetts  State  Branch  of  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor. 
(Signed)

Of  the  many  things  accomplished,  the 
State  Branch  has  proven  its  power. 

When  the  Teamsters'  Union,  No.  25, 
of  Boston,  presented  their  agreement, 
Jan.    1,    1000.^   for    1000,    with    the   many 


meetings  between  the  employer  and  em- 
ployees when  it  threatened  to  be  a  strike 
involving  thousands  of  men,  I  requested 
the  State  Board  of  Arbitration  on  Fri- 
day before  the  strike  was  to  take  place 
to  arrange  for  a  meeting  for  me  with  the 
Master  Teamsters.  I  then  went  to  Mr. 
Hayes  Robbins,  of  the  Civic  Federation, 
and  with  his  '  assistance,  the  Master 
Teamsters  met  Mr.  Edw.  Cohen,  and  my- 
self. We  then  arranged  for  a  conference 
for  Saturday,  each  to  come  with  power 
to  act.  We  met  with  Committee  of 
Local  Union,  and  asked  postponement  of 
strike,  which  was  granted.  We  also 
asked  the  Local  Union  in  meeting  to  de- 
lay striike  until  we  reported  back  at 
special  meeting.  Our  request  was 
granted.  We  went  into  conference  at 
9  A.  M.,  and  continued  in  session  until 
9.30  P.  M.,  in  the  evening,  and  suc- 
ceeded in  signing  the  following  agree- 
ment. 

AGREEMENT. 

Memorandum  of  Agreement  made  and 
entered  into  this  second  day  of  April, 
1906,  by  and  between  the  INTERNA- 
TIONAL BROTHERHOOD  OF  TEAM- 
STERS' AND  HELPERS'  LOCAL  25, 
and  the  MASTER  TEAMSTERS'  AS- 
SOCIATION. 

ARTICLE    I. 

Eleven  hours  in  twelve,  from  6  A.  M. 
to  6  P.  M.,  shall  constitute  a  working 
day.  Said  time  shall  commence  from 
time  of  reporting  at  stable  till  time  of 
dismissal  at  night.  ONE  HOUR,  on  as 
near  the  usual  hour,  12  to  1,  as  possible, 
be   allowed  for  dinner. 

ARTICLE   II. 

All  time  over  and  above  said  time, 
shall  be  paid  for  at  the  rate  of  twenty- 
five  cents  per  hour  or  fractional  part 
thereof,  except  Sundays  and  legal  holi- 
days, which  shall  be  paid  for  at  the  rate 
of  double  time.  It  is  understood  that 
men  shall  care  for  the  horses  on  the 
mornings  of  Sundays  or  holidays,  and 
pile  sleds  on  one  holiday  without  extra, 
pay,  and  that  in  no  case  shall  the  pay- 
ment for  a  holiday  be  deducted.  If  a 
man  shall  be  called  to  work  on  a  holiday, 
he  shall  be  paid  twenty-five  cents  per 
hour  additional. 

ARTICLE    III. 

The  holidays  recognized  in  this  Agree- 
ment are  as  follows:  Washington's 
Birthday,  Patriots'  Day,  Memorial  Day, 
June  17th,  July  4th,  Labor  Day,  Thanks- 
giving Day  and  Christmas  Day.  Under 
no  circumstances  shall  a  member  of  the 
organization  be  required  to  work  on 
Labor  Day.  The  days  herein  named 
shall  not  be  deducted  from  the  regular 
weekly  Avages. 

ARTICLE   IV. 

All  outside  lumpers  shall  receive  forty 
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cents  per  hour  and  all  time  over  and 
above  said  eleven  hours  shall  be  paid 
for  at  the  rate  of  time  and  a  half,  i.  e., 
sixty  cents,  fractional  parts  of  an  hour 
to  be  paid  for  at  the  rate  of  one  hour. 
ARTICLE   V. 

Regular  lumpers  shall  receive  not  less 
than  $14.00  per  working  week.  Helpers 
shall  receive  $13.00  a  week.  A  lumper 
is  one  who  takes  responsibility  and  di- 
rects operations.  A  helper  one  who  has 
no  responsibility  and  only  uses  physical 
energy  . 

ARTICLE  VI. 

The  minimum  rate  of  wages  per  week 
for  drivers  shall  be  as  follows: 
One    Horse   Light   Wagons    (1    5-8 

inch  axle),  $11.50 

One  Horse  Heavy  Wagons,  12.00 

Two   Horse   Wagons  14.00 

Three   Horse    Teams,  15.00 

Four  Horse  Teams,  16.00 

Five  Horse  Teams,  17.00 

Six  Horse  Teams,  18.00 

A    substitute    shall    receive    the    same 
pay  as  the  man  whose  place  he  fills. 
ARTICLE    VII. 

In  hiring  teamsters  in  the  future  mem- 
bers of  the  Team  Drivers'  International 
Union  shall  be  given  the  preference,  and 
one  member  of  the  organization  in  each 
stable  shall  be  allowed  to  act  as  repre- 
sentative of  the  organization  without 
discrimination. 

ARTICLE    VIII. 

Any  violation  of  this  agreement  shall 
be  referred  to  the  arbitration  committee 
of  the  body  which  the  aggrieved  party 
or  parties  belong;  this  committee  to  no- 
tify in  writing  the  corresponding  com- 
mittee of  the  other  body ;  this  Joint  Com- 
mittee to  meet  and  confer;  and  if  they 
are  unaVe  to  agree  a  committee  of  two 
appointed  by  the  President  of  the  Cen- 
tral Labor  Union  of  Boston  shall  confer 
with  a  like  Committee  from  the  Master 
Teamsters'  Association,  looking  to  an 
amicable  adjustment  of  the  difficulty, 
and  pending  such  conference  any  person 
or  persons  acting  independently  shall 
forfeit  the  sanction  and  assistance  of 
either  body. 

Sec.  2.  If  an  agreement  cannot  be 
reached  on  any  matter  which  has  been 
taken  up  under  the  provisions  of  this 
article  it  shall  be  referred  to  arbitration, 
each  party  to  select  one  man  and  said 
two  to  select  the  third,  whose  decision 
shall  be  final. 

Sec.  3.  Thirty  days  before  the  expira- 
tion of  this  agreement,  notice  must  be 
given  of  any  changes  desired  by  either 
party,  and  pending  negotiations  on  such 
changes,  no  strike  or  lock-out  shall  take 
place.  If  all  negotiations  are  at  an  end, 
24  hours'  notice  shall  be  given  before  any 
strike,  or  lock-out  is  declared. 


Sec  4.  A  strike  shall  not  be  consid- 
ered except  as  herein  named.  A  strike 
ordered  by  the  [international  Brother- 
hood of  Teamsters  shall  not  be  an  annul- 
ment of  this  agreement  or  a  violation 
of  the  contract. 

Should  a  strike  be  ordered  by  the  1. 
B.  of  T.,  as  above  and  a  settlement  and 
termination  be  not  agreed  to  by  both 
parties,  the  question  shall  be  submitted 
to  a  committee  of  Employers  and  Em- 
ployees and  a  third  party  to  be  chosen 
by   the  Employers   and   Employees. 

This  agreement  shall  take  effect  April 
2,    1906,   and   continue   in   force   for   one 
year  until  April  2,  1907.

We  fui'ther  do  agree  that  should  such 
infringement  of  the  above  occur,  the  em- 
ployer so  affected  will  be  protected  by 
the  Master  Teamsters'  Association,  pro- 
vided the  aforesaid  privilege  be  not 
abused.

At  the  request  of  Geo.  Tagen,  Chair- 
man of  Label  and  Unionizing  Committee, 
Boston  C.  L.  U,  to  assist  the  Knights  of 
Labor  Longshoremen  and  Freight  Hand- 
lers in  their  grievance  with  the  Metro- 
politan Steamship  Co.,  I  arranged  for  a 
meeting  with  Mr.  Hayes  Robbins  of  the 
Civic  Federation,  Mr.  Jno.  Regan  of  Dis- 
trict 30  (original),  Mr.  John  R.  Dalton, 
Master  Workman  of  Coastwise  Long- 
shoremen's Assembly,  No.  1062.  Mr.  Geo. 
Tagen  and  Sec-Treas.  D.  D.  Driscoll  of 
the  Massachusetts  State  Branch,  A.  F.  of 
L.  I  asked  both  Mr.  Regan  and  Mr. 
Dalton  if  they  had  power  to  settle  the 
grievance  without  going  back  to  their 
organizations  for  further  instructions. 
They  said  they  had  that  power.  We. 
then,  through  Mr.  Hayes  Bobbins,  tried 
to  arrange  for  a  meeting  with  Mr.  H.  M. 
Whitney.  Owing  to  an  accident  he  met 
with,  which  kept  him  at  home,  and  hav- 
ing to  use  crutches  to  walk   around,  he 
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agreed  to  meet  committee  at  his  home, 
at  Cohasset,  the  following  day.  This 
strike  took  place  August  15th,  because 
four  men  were  discharged.  One  hundred 
twenty-five  men  left  work.  Through 
committee,  they  met  with  the  officials  of 
the  Steamship  Company,  who  were  will- 
ing to  place  the  four  discharged  men 
back  to  work,  and  the  one  hundred  and 
twenty-five  strikers  would  receive  the 
preference,  when  vacancies  took  place. 
This  was  refused.  Then  the  Steamship 
Company  offered  to  refer  the  whole  mat- 
ter to  Mr.  C.  E.  Lee,  and  his  decision 
would  be  final.  This  was  refused  by  the 
men,  as  in  the  first  part  of  the  report. 
I  was  called  in.  As  the  matter  stood 
then,  the  trouble  would  come  with  the 
freight  handlers  refusing  to  handle  the 
goods  shipped  from  the  boat,  and  team- 
sters refusing  to  haul  the  goods  shipped. 
With  all  this  in  view,  I  offered  my  ser- 
vices, day  and  night,  to  keep  peace,  and 
obtain  results.  I  asked  the  men  rep- 
resenting the  Knights  of  Labor  to  write 
credentials,  and  sign  them,  so  that  I  could 
proceed  to  work,  and  see  Mr.  H.  M. 
Whitney. 

The  following  credential  was  signed  by 
Mr.  John  Regan  and  Mr.  John  Dalton.

WE  THE  UNDERSIGNED,  John  Re- 
gan, Reording  Secretary  of  District  As- 
sembly, No.  30  {Original),  Knights  of 
Labor  and  John  R.  Dalton  Master  Work- 
man of  Coastwise  Longshoremen's  As- 
sembly, No.  1062,  hereby  declare  that  we

The  following  committee  visited  Mr.  H. 
M.  Whitney:  Hayes  Robbins,  Civic  Fed- 
eration; John  Regan,  District  30, 
Knights  of  Labor  (original)  ;  John  Dal- 
ton, Longshoremen,  1062;  D.  D.  Driseoll, 
Sec-Treas.  Massachusetts  State  Branch, 
A.  F.  of  L.,  and  George  Tagen.     I  talked 


the  matter  over  with  Mr.  Whitney,  and 
presented  the  credential,  signed.  While 
I  do  not  intend  to  report  the  discussion 
of  the  interview,  I  proposed  Arbitration. 
Mr.  John  Regan  to  represent  the  Long- 
shoremen, and  the  Steamship  Company 
to  name  a  man.  Mr.  Whitney  refused 
to  serve,  as  he  had  expressed  his  view 
to  the  committee,  and  Mr.  C.  E.  Lee  was 
proposed  as  the  third  man.  I  asked  Mr. 
Regan  and  Mr.  Dalton  if  they  agreed. 
They  said,  yes.  The  decision  would  be 
final,  and  the  whole  case  be  heard.  Mr. 
Whitney  recommended  the  same  to  tho 
President  of  the  Steamship  Company, 
and  he  accepted. 

When  the  case  went  to  Arbitration, 
there  were  60  strikers  working,  as  re- 
ported. 

The  following  was  presented,  and 
agreed  upon.  The  hearing  took  place  at 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Friday,  Sept. 
14,  1906.  Every  one  interested  was 
given  a  chance  to  be  heard,  and  the  fol- 
lowing is  the  decision  in  the  case. 
(COPIED.) 

"We,  the  undersigned,  the  Metropoli- 
tan Steamship  Company,  by  Calvin  Aus- 
tin, President,  and  District  Assembly, 
No.  30  (Original),  Knight  of  Labor,  by 
its  conference  committee,  John  Regan, 
recording  secretary  of  said  Assembly,  No. 
30,  and  John  R.  Dalton,  Master  Work- 
man of  Coastwise  Longshoreman's  As- 
sembly, No.  1062,  hereby  request  and 
authorize  Messrs.  John  F.  Croker,  Pres- 
ident of  the  Boston  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce; C.  E.  Lee,  general  superintendent 
Boston  and  Maine  railroad,  and  John 
Regan,  recording  secretary  of  District 
Assembly,  No.  30,  above  named,  to  act 
as  an  arbitration  board  to  hear  and 
pass  upon  the  testimony  to  be  presented 
by  us,  bearing  on  the  strike  of  Aug.  15th, 
last,  on  the  docks  of  the  Metropolitan 
Steamship  Company,  its  causes,  and  the 
conditions  growing  out  of  it;  and  to 
make  a  report  of  findings  and  recom- 
mendations   thereon. 

"And  we  hereby  further  agree,  in  be- 
half of  the  above  named  company  and 
labor  organization,  respectively,  to  abide 
by  the  findings  of  this  arbitration  board, 
in  good  faith,  and  to  give  such  favorable 
consideration  to  its  additional  recom- 
mendations, if  any,  as  circumstances  may 
warrant.

"A  meeting  of  the  arbitration  board 
was  held  in  the  committee  room,  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce,  at  9.30  A.  M.,  Sept.  14. 

"The  following  witnesses  were  heard 
on  behalf  of  the  striking  employes:  John 
R.  Dalton,  master  workman;  Michael 
Dullea,  treasurer;  John  Fitzgerald,  Jere- 
miah Cull  inane,  Matthew  Fahey  and 
John  Hagerty  of  Coastwise  Assembly, 
10(32,  K.  of  L. 

"The  following  appeared  in  behalf  Ox 
the  Metropolitan  Steamship  Company: 
Calvin  Austin,  president;  George  W.  Ap- 
sey,  general  freight  agent;  William  J. 
Delap,  stevedore,  and  Bernard  Kernan, 
timekeeper. 

"It  would  seem  from  evidence  sub- 
mitted that  this  strike  was  not  ordered 
in  accordance  with  the  recognized  prin- 
ciples of  well-known  'labor  organizations, 
principal  among  them  being  that  all 
methods  for  the  peaceful  adjustment  of 
any  controversy  arising  between  em- 
ployer and  employe  must  be  tried  before 
any  strike  should  or  could  be  authorized, 
and  then  only  with  the  sanction  of  the 
officers  of  the  higher  bodies  to  which  the 
local   body   is   attached. 

"The  different  transportation  com- 
panies are  under  certain  well  defined  ob- 
ligations by  law,  necessitating  their  con- 
tinuation of  reasonably  regular  service, 
which  compelled  the  Steamship  Company 
in  this  instance  to  immediately  employ 
the  men  necessary  for  the  prompt  han- 
dling of  the  business  offered. 

"Evidence  shows  that  109  men  left  the 
employ  of  the  steamship  company,  with- 
out previous  notice,  at  1  o'clock,  Aug. 
15th,  and  their  places  were  filled. 

In  contrast  with  the  hasty  action  of 
calling  the  strike  is  the  hard,  patient 
and  consistent  work  of  some  of  the  offi- 
cers of  District  Assembly,  No.  30,  to 
bring  about  an  honorable  adjustment  of 
the  difficulty.  The  failure  of  the  men 
affected  to  adopt  the  proposition  made 
by  the  Steamboat  Company  and  sanc- 
tioned by  the  officers  of  the  District  As- 
sembly to  arbitrate  all  questions  in- 
volved in  this  controversy,  nearly  three 
weeks  ago,  places  the  responsibiltiy  for 
this  long  delay  on  the  men  most  inter- 
ested, themselves,  and  makes  the  work 
of  this  board  more  difficult. 
Reemployment  Provided  For. 

"However,  owing  to  the  fact  that 
many  of  the  men  employed  by  the  com- 
pany, brought  into  the  strike  through 
the  hasty  action  of  certain  of  their  or- 
ganization leaders,  had  been  for  many 
years  faithful  employees  of  the  company, 
and  finding  that  the  officer's  of  the  com- 
pany had  nothing  but  sympathy  for 
them  in  their  ill-advised  action,  your 
board  is  constrained  to  recommend  that 
the  Metropolitan  Steamship  Company  re- 


employ 15  of  their  striking  employes  on 

or  before  Wednesday,  Sept.  18;  these 
men  to  be  selected  from  a  list  of  50 
names  to  be  handed  the  agent  of  the 
company  by  the  secretary-treasurer  of 
District  Assembly,  No.  30,  Knights  of 
Labor  (original):  10  additional  men  to 
be  reemployed  on  or  before  Sunday, 
Sept.  23,  from  a  list  of  30  to  be  made  up 
and  delivered  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
first  list,  after  selection  from  the  first 
list  has  been  made;  all  other  men  who 
left  the  employ  of  the  company  Aug. 
15th,  remaining  unemployed  after  the  se- 
lection from  the  above  lists  has  been 
made,  who  mail  their  names  and  ad- 
dresses to  the  agent  of  the  company, 
thereby  making  application  for  reem- 
ployment, before  Oct.  1,  to  be  given  em- 
ployment as  fast  as  vacancies  occur  and 
before  new  men  are  engaged,  for  a  pe- 
riod  of  three   months.

The    board    later    added: 

"The  officers  of  the  Metropolitan 
Steamship  Company  have  agreed  to  the 
recommendations  made  in  the  above  re- 
port." 

At  the  hearing  given  the  Labor  Com- 
mittee of  the  past  Legislature,  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee  refusing  to  allow 
the  representative  of  Organized  Labor 
the  right  to  ask  questions,  by  instimc- 
tions,  I  mailed  to  the  committee  the  fol- 
lowing letter:

If  we  are  to  be  discriminated  against 
in  this  manner,  while  counsel  for  the 
Arkwright  Club  and  other  corporation 
attorneys  are  allowed  to  take  up  the 
time  of  our  witnesses,  we  fail  to  see  why 
we  should  take  the  trouble  to  appear 
at  all  before  committees.

After  much  hard  work  when  the 
House  and  Senate  could  not  agree,  we 
called  upon  the  Governor,  and  had  the 
Child  Labor  Bill  passed  without  a  rider. 
It  is  now  a  law.  It  is  not  my  intention 
to  dwell  on  Legislation,  as  there  are  but 
a  few  printed  bills  on  the  eight-hour  bill. 
I  report  it  here  so  that  it  will  be  printed 
in  the  proceedings,  and  in  order  that  the 
members  of  Organized  Labor  might  en- 
force  the  law. 

(COPIED.) 
(Chap.  517.) 
An  Act  to  Constitute  Eight  Hours  a 
Maximum    Day's   Work   for   Public   Em- 
ployees. 
Be  it  enacted  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Eight  hours  shall  consti- 
tute a  day's  work  for  all  laborers,  work- 
men and  mechanics  now  or  hereafter 
employed,  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, or  of  any  county  therein,  or 
of  any  city  or  town  which  has  accepted 
the  provisions  of  section  twenty  of  chap- 
ter one  hundred  and  six  of  the  Revised 
Laws;  but  in  cases  where  a  Saturday 
half-holidav  is  given   the  hours   of  labor 
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upon  the  other  working  days  of  the 
week  may  be  inci'eased  sufficiently  to 
make  a  total  of  forty-eight  hours  for  the 
weeks'  work. 

Section  2.  Every  contract,  excluding 
contracts  for  the  purchase  of  material, 
or  supplies,  to  which  the  Commonwealth, 
or  of  any  county  therein,  or  of  any  city 
or  town  which  has  accepted  the  provis- 
ions of  section  twenty  of  chapter  one 
hundred  and  six  of  the  Revised  Laws,  is 
a  party  which  may  involve  the  employ- 
ment of  laborers,  workmen  or  mechan- 
ics shall  contain  a  stipulation  that  no 
laborer,  workman  or  mechanic  in  the  em- 
ploy of  the  contractor,  sub-contractor,  or 
other  person  doing  or  contracting  to  do 
the  whole  or  a  part  of  the  work  contem- 
plated by  the  contract  shall  be  required 
to  work  more  than  eight  hours  in  any 
one  calendar  day. 

Section  3.  This  act  shall  apply  to  all 
laborers,  workmen,  or  mechanics  engaged 
upon  any  works  which  are  or  are  in- 
tended to  be  the  property  which  has  ac- 
cepted the  provisions  of  section  twenty 
of  chapter  one  hundred  and  six  of  the 
Revised  Laws,  whether  such  laborers, 
workmen  or  mechanics  are  employed  by 
public  authority  or  by  a  contractor  or 
other  private    person. 

Section  4.  Any  agent  or  official  of 
the  Commonwealth  or  of  any  county, 
city  or  town  who  violate  any  provision 
of  this  act  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty 
of  fifty  dollars  for  each  offense. 

Section  5.  The  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  not  apply  to  or  effect  contractors 
or  sub-contractors  for  work,  contracts  for 
which  were  entered  into  prior  to  the  pas- 
sage of  this  act. 

Section  6.  So  much  of  any  act  as  is 
inconsistent  herewith  is  hereby  repealed. 

Section  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect 
upon  its  passage.  (Approved  June  22, 
1906.) 

The  following  bill  has  also  become 
Law.

Your  officers  succeeded  in  having  more 
playgrounds  made  for  children,  some 
having  been  opened  in  parks.  We  be- 
lieve every  Central  Labor  Union  should 
take  up  the  questions  and  have  their 
City  Government  create  more  play- 
grounds for  the  young  children. 

After  the  adjournment  of  the  last 
Convention,  Vice-Pres.  Edw.  Cohen  and 
Sec'y  D.  D.  Driscoll  visited  the  firm  of 
Houghton  &  Button  and  succeeded  in 
getting  future  work  done  by  union  labor. 
The  firm  was  placed  on  the  fair  list. 

Same  committee  waited  upon  A.  Shu- 
man  Co.,  which  was  on  the  unfair  list 
for  years.  After  the  meeting  of  the 
committee  on  matters  involved,  and  as- 
sisted by  the  firm,  and  considering  their 
stand  to  be  a  fair  one,  we  recommended 
to  Garment  Workers  that  they  remove 
the  firm  from  the  unfair  list.  This  was 
done,  and  the  same  action  was  taken 
by    the    Boston    Central    Labor    Union. 
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The  firm  was  placed  on  the  fair  list. 

With  Vice-Pres.  P.  H.  Sweet  and 
See'y  D.  D.  Driscoll,  we  compelled  the 
coopers  from  New  York  Union  to  work 
only  eight  hours  per  day,  per  agree- 
ment, with  Breweries  in  Boston.  It 
seems  strange  that  the  State  Branch 
must  compel  union  men  to  work  the 
short  hour  day,  when  a  local  of  their 
craft  won  and  maintain  the  same. 

I  have  visited  many  stores  that  are 
pushing  unfair  hats,  and  advertising 
the  same  in  all  windows  and  papers. 
These  are  the  John  B.  Stetson  soft  and 
stiff  hats.  Many  have  promised  not  to 
advertise  them  any  more,  or  to  keep 
the  big  card  in  their  windows. 

Fellow  Delegates: — If  the  owners  of 
these  stores  intend  to  force  this  unfair 
product  by  advertising  the  same  in  the 
press,  or'  displaying  large  cards  in 
their  windows,  it"is"the  duty  of  every 
union  man  to  keep  his  family  and  his 
friends  from  purchasing  any  product  in 
their  stores.  This  method  has  been 
adopted  by  many  of  the  non-union  fac- 
tories. This  Convention  should  author- 
ize a  circular  to  be  drawn  and  mailed 
to  every  union  in  the  State,  and  to  the 
proprietors  of  the  Various  stores.  They 
want  our  trade.  We  want  their  moral 
support. 

Death  of  George  E.  McNeil. 
The  cold  hand  of  death  has  removed 
from  our  midst  a  Friend  and  Champion, 
devoted  to  the  interests  and  cause  of 
organized  labor.  Many  privileges,  which 
we  enjoy  today,  have  been  secured 
through  his  untiring  efforts.  We  extend 
our  heartfelt  sympathy  to  his  family, 
for  their  loss,  and  our  loss.  The  Exec- 
utive Council  voted  to  erect  a  Memorial 
over  his  grave,  and  appointed  the  follow- 
ing committee: — Vice-Presidents,  Edw. 
Cohen,  Phillip  H.  Sweet,  and  Sec.-Treas. 
D.  D.  Driscoll,  with  full  power.  A  cir- 
cular has  been  issued  and  mailed  to 
every  union  in  the  State,  asking  them 
to  subscribe  to  the  same.  The  commit- 
tee has  selected  a  stone  to  be  placed, 
May  30,  1907,  which  we  hope  will  be 
unveiled  in  the  presence  of  a  great 
many  representatives  of  organized  labor, 
and  their  friends.  Also  recommend  that 
this  Convention  donate  fifty  dollars 
toward  the   Memorial. 

Grand  Opera  House  Grievance 

We  have  tried  to  settle  the  grievance 
at  the  Grand  Opera  House,  where  a 
womans'  orchestra  is  employed,  not  re- 
ceiving a  union  wage.  We  all  believe 
that  women  should  receive  the  same 
wao-es  as  men,  when  engaged  in  the  same 
work.  This  Convention  should  adopt 
wnvs  and   means  so  that  union  women 
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or  men  shall  be  hired  at  a  union  wage 
at  this  theatre. 

. .  Industrial  or  Technical  Education. 

Your  Executive  Council  appointed  Sec. 
D.  D.  Driscoll  to  wait  on  Governor 
Guild  to  have  a  labor  man  appointed  on 
the  Commission.  The  Governor  told  the 
committee  he  had  a  labor  man  selected, 
and  would  apopint  one  on  the  commis- 
sion. He  has  appointed  Charles  H. 
Winslow,  of  Fitchburg,  to  represent 
labor.  This  commission  is  appointed  for 
three  years.  I  would  recommend  that 
each  delegate  report  back  to  his  .union 
this  important  matter,  and  that  this 
Convention  request  of  the  representative 
of  organized  labor,  a  report  on  all  work 
of  the  commission,  so  that  if  this  State 
is  to  support  trade  schools,  labor, 
through  their  representative  will  know 
where  to  protest  and  act.  Do  you  want 
Trade  Schools?  If  not,  interest  your 
local  in  the  work  of  said  commisison. 
I  believe  the  officers  of  the  State  Branch 
should  have  a  report  from  organized 
labor  I'epresentative,  when  requested  for 
the  same.  This  important  matter,  I 
trust,  will  receive  your  careful  consid- 
ration. 

Trade  Agreements. 
Organized  Labor  must  back  up  their 
agreements,  and  if  changes  are  needed, 
make  them,  when  your  agreement  ex- 
pires. I  have  been  called  into  many 
cases,  where  agreements  existed,  and  I 
stood  back  of  the  agreement.  I  do  not 
believe,  where  three  men  are  employed, 
that  a  local  union  should  demand  the 
reinstatement  of  any  man,  while  the 
local  union  allows  a  union  man  to  fill 
the  place  they  wish  a  man  reinstated 
in.  I  believe  in  agreements  between 
employers  and  local  union,  or  national 
unions,  but  as  firmly  as  I  believe  in 
them,  I  also  believe  we  should  back 
them  up  more  strongly. 

STRIKES. 

During  the  year,  we  have  had  two 
strikes,  which,  I  believe,  are  a  credit 
to  Organized  Labor.  Cigarmakers' 
Union,  No.  97,  Boston,  had  their  first 
strike  for  years,  and  their  success  with 
the  support  of  their  label,  brought 
victory  to  their  craft.  With  high  dues, 
and  well  organized,  the  conduct  during 
the  strike  was  very  god.  We  extend  to 
that  organization  our  approval,  and 
what  brings  good  to  all  success. 
Printers'  Strike  Eight  Hour  Day. 

What  has  been  said  of  Cigarmakers, 
the  same  may  be  said  of  Printers,  only 
they  lack  that  label  support  due  them. 
You  want  the  eight  hour  day.  They 
must  have  it,  and  it  is  your  duty  to  go 
to  your  Fraternal  Societies,  and  demand 
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the  label  on  the  printing.  How  many 
members  in  your  local  unions  are  Secre- 
taries in  other  societies?  Is  the  label 
on  the  note  sheets,  and  on  the  envel- 
opes ?  If  not,  you  are  to  blame.  We  all 
must  go  forth,  and  assist  the  Typo- 
graphical Union,  in  their  noble  fight  to 
have  and  maintain  the  eight  hour  day. 

I  have  written  the  following  letter  to 
the  Governor  of  Idaho: 
Dear  Sir: — - 

The  working  people  of  Massachusetts 
protest  at  the  method  of  arrest  in  the 
case  of  Messrs.  Mayer,  Haywood  and 
Pettibone,  and  believe  that  every  man  is 
innocent,  until  tried  by  jury,  and  found 
guilty.  We  believe  in  justice.  You 
should  grant  those  men  a  speedy  and 
fair  trial.  Give  them  their  rights,  and 
bring  no  shame  to  this  country  of  the 
free.  Do  not  take  their  freedom  from 
them.  Give  what  the  Law  says  we  shall 
have.  Justice,  in  the  interest  of  fair 
play.     Believe    me,

POLITICS. 

After  the  meeting  to  protest  the  de- 
feat of  the  Overtime  Bill,  the  wage 
earners  of  Massachusetts  voted  that  we 
should  organize  wage  earners'  clubs,  in- 
dependent of  all  parties.  At  the  ad- 
journed meeting,  they  submitted  a  pro- 
position to  all  unions  in  the  State,  at 
this  time.  You  will  find  in  circular  the 
question  I  refer  to.  They  ask  the  State 
Convention  to  appoint  committee  of 
three  to  attend  their  State  Meetings.  I 
suggest  to  the  wage  earners,  at  this 
time,  to  remember  the  defeat  of  the 
Overtime  Bill.  "Defeat  your  enemy, 
and  elect  your  friend."  I  hope  the  tex- 
tile workers  will  send  out  their  men  to 
bring  about  defeat  to  those  who  de- 
feated the   Overtime   Bill. 

HEALTHY  SHOPS. 

We  want  healthy  work  shops.  We 
want  fresh  air.  We  want  healthy 
places  to  eat  our  lunches,  in  the  stores 
and  mills.  Give  to  working  men  cus- 
pidors in  the  shop.  We  stand  ready  to 
protect   health   everywhere. 

During  the  year  the  Senate  defeated 
by  one  vote  the  bill  to  have  the  State 
donate  $10,000  to  the  Quincy  St.  Con- 
sumptives' Home,  where  all  are  welcome, 
when  refused  by  hospitals  and  institu- 
tions. We  spoke  for  the  bill,  and  I 
urge  the  State  Branch  to  assist,  next 
year,  so  that  the  homeless  sick  may,  in 
their  last  days  of  that  dreadful  disease, 
rest  with  all  that  men  can  have. 

During  the  year  I  have  made  many 
complaints  to  the  State  Police,  as  noti- 
fied,    and     received     the     support     and 


prompt  action  of  the  Chief  of  State  Po- 
lice. In  one  case  a  man,  known  to  many 
of  the  delegates,  was  fined  $25.00  tor 
having  men  and  women  work  Sundays. 
The  workers  were  not  union  men,  and 
we  were  successful  in  putting  a  stop 
to  the  Sunday  work. 

LABELS. 

I  have  always  spoken  at  all  meetings 
for  the  support  of  all  Trade  Labels. 
Each  local  union  should  at  least,  once 
every  three  months,  send  a  circular  to 
all  their  members,  urging  them  and  their 
friends  to  support  all  trade  labels.  I 
hope  each  delegate  will  request  their 
local  of  this  action. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

Once  more  I  recommend  that  we  try 
for  legislation  which  will  shorten  the 
hours  of  labor  of  the  street  car  men. 

That  the  Executive  Council  ask  the 
Ways  and  Means  Committee  to  appro- 
priate $2,000  more  to  the  Bureau  of 
Statistics,  so  that  Ave  may  be  able  to 
get  a  correct  directory  of  the  organized 
union  in  our  State. 

That  the  Executive  Council  have 
printed  large  calendars,  with  all  the 
trade  labels  on  the  top,  to  the  further 
use  of  all  labels. 

That  a  committee  be  appointed  on 
distribution  of  resolutions, — and  any 
resolution  endorsing  party  politics,  or 
platform,  be  ruled  out  by  said  commit- 
tee. 

That  the  delegates  to  this  Convention 
try  to  bring  about  the  defeat  of  the 
Senators  who  defeated  the  Overtime 
Bill. 

That  a  law  be  drafted  and  presented 
to  the  Legislature  for  better  protection 
of  life  for  the  wage  earner  working  in 
the  factories.  That  the  boiler  and  en- 
gine rooms  be  in  a  building  by  them- 
selves, and  examined  at  times,  for  the 
better   protection  of  life. 

That  the  Executive  Council  give  their 
assistance  to  better  the  working  hours 
in  the  various  institutions  of  this  State. 

That  the  delegates  to  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor  request  President 
Samuel  Gompers  to  appoint  a  Massachu- 
setts man  as  permanent  organizer  to 
work  in  this  State  for  one  year,  not 
only  to  organize,  but  to  assist  in  build- 
ing up  the  weaker  unions,  and  to  en- 
courage all  unions,  eligible  to  affiliate 
with  the  State  Branch. 

That  the  Executive  Council  be  in- 
structed to  assist  the  city  laborers  of 
Newton  in  enforcing  the  eight  hour  day. 
and  if  the  same  is  not  enforced,  peti- 
tion the  Court  for  overtime  pay,  for 
every  hour  worked  over  the  eight  hours. 
This  matter  needs  our  speedy  attention. 

That    the    Legislative    Committee    be 
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instructed  to  draft,  and  present  to  the 
Legislature  a  bill  to  make  election  day 
a  legal  holiday. 

That  the  Executive  Council  request 
the  Governor  of  Massachusetts  to  ap- 
point a  labor  man  on  the  State  Police, 
and  labor  men  on  the  various  Commis- 
sions, so  that  the  eight  hour  law  may 
be  enforced,  and  the  interest  of  the 
wage  earner  protected. 

Also,  when  a  vacancy  occurs,  as  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Statistics,  the  Execu- 
tive Council  demand  the  appointment  of 
a  labor  man.  This  is  in  no  way  meant 
to  injure  the  present  Chief,  Mr.  Pid- 
geon,  but  when  he  retires,  I  believe  a 
labor  man  should  be  appointed. 

CONCLUSION. 

I  have  sent  out  a  great  many  circu- 
lars to  all  unions  in  this  State  and 
Connecticut,  addresses  being  furnished 
by  Bureau  of  Statistics  of  both  States. 

I  have  acted  upon  a  great  many  com- 
mittees; also  addressed  many  meetings 
all  over  the  State,  and  assisted  in  or- 
ganizing many  unions,  and  tried  to 
build  up  the  weaker  ones. 

My  correspondence  has  been  heavy.  I 
have  given  a  great  deal  of  my  time  to 
this  work,  day  and  night,  and  up  to  the 
early  hours  of  the  morning.  I  did  all 
human  nature  can  stand  "to  build  up 
up  our  State  Branch."  Of  the  State 
Branch  we  can  say,  "It  is  good  in  the 
time  of  trouble;  share  with  us  in  the 
time  of  peace." 

I  have  no  friends  to  reward,  or  no 
enemies  to  punish.  My  one  ambition  is 
"peace   with  justice  to   all." 

I  have  done  the  work  to  the  best  of 
my  ability,  and  in  closing  I  wish  tf» 
thank  my  colleagues  on  the  Executive 
Council  for  their  assistance  in  my  work, 
and  for  their  work  in  behalf  of  Organ- 
ized Labor.  I  will  have  to  leave  out 
many  things  accomplished  and  work 
done.  I  also  wish  to  express  to  Mr. 
Hayes  Bobbins,  Sec.  Civic  Federation, 
my  personal  thanks  for  his  kindness  to 
me,  and  his  valuable  assistance  to  ar- 
range for  meetings  in  my  behalf.  May 
he  long  live,  and  his  good  work  continue. 

I  am  aware  that  this  report  is  incom- 
plete, and  that  it  cannot  by  any  means, 
convey  more  than  a  few  essential  fea- 
tures. However,  the  subjects  to  which 
I  have  referred  should,  I  believe,  receive 
your  serious  consideration. 

I  hope  that  the  course  I  have  pur- 
sued, regarding  them,  and  comments 
which  I  have  made,  will  commend  them- 
selves to  your  favorable  consideration 
and  approval.

To  Affiliated  Organizations, 
Dear  Sir  and  Brothers:  — 

The  Executive  Board  has  had  two 
meetings.  The  records  of  same  will  be 
found  in  this  report,  with  amount  of 
money  received  from  each  affiliated 
union  in  the  last  quarter,  and  all  money 
paid  out.  All  the  resolutions  referred 
to  the  Executive  Council  have  been  re- 
ferred to  sub-committee  and  acted  upon.

and  that  the  amendment  read  that  no 
woman  or  minor  shall  be  allowed  to 
work  nights  in  the  textile  mills." 

Moved  and  seconded,  that  the  Secre- 
tary issue  a  call  for  a  conference  to  en- 
ter our  protest  of  the  defeat  of  the 
Labor  bills,  each  organization  of  labor 
to  send  a  representative,  the  meeting 
to  be  held  April  24,  in  Faneuil  Hall, 
Boston,  day  and  night,  which  we  hope 
will  bring  success  to  our  friends  and 
the  defeat  of  our  enemies;  no  political 
nartv  or  platform  shall  be  endorsed. 
Carried.

The  record  of  the  Massachusetts 
Legislature  of  1906  is  not  one  that  is 
pleasant  to  dwell  upon,  either  from 
the  standpoint  of  citizenship  or  from 
the  point  of  view  of  those  interested 
in  legislation  affecting  the  interest  of 
labor. 

The  brand  of  the  third  house  is  pub- 
licly and  notoriously  stamped  upon  its 
deliberations,  and  were  the  issue  of 
trades  jurisdiction  to  be  raised  the 
United  Brotherhood  of  Painters  and 
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Decorators  would  have  clear  ground 
for  action  against  the  majority  of  the 
representatives  and  senators  for  their 
wholesale  encroachment  upon  the 
whitewashing  industry.  No  other 
legislative  body  in  the  entire  country 
so  entirely  disavowed  its  title  to  be 
called  "representative,"  or  presented 
by  its  action  such  a  mass  of  evidence 
in  favor  of  establishing  the  principle 
of  direct  legislation,  if  the  will  and 
voice  of  the  people  are  to  make  them- 
selves felt  in  future  legislation. 

Among  the  obstacles  with  which 
your  committee  found  itself  confronted 
in  its  endeavors  to  obtain  the  enact- 
ment of  the  bills  especially  endorsed 
by  the  convention  of  last  year  were 
the  following: 

A  President  of  the  Senate  and  a 
Speaker  of  the  House  invariably  op- 
posed to  our  measures. 

A  Labor  Committee,  theoretically 
at  least  supposed  to  be  formed  to  judge 
bills  upon  their  merits,  a  majority  of 
whom  were  known  to  have  their  minds 
adversely  disposed  to  our  bills  when 
they  were  appointed  to  their  honorable 
position  as  jurors  upon  matters  affect- 
ing labor. 

A  chairman  of  the  Labor  Com- 
mitte,  Senator  Buttrick  of  Worcester, 
bitter  and  vindictive,  in  constant  an- 
tagonism to  our  desires,  unfair  and 
discriminating  in  his  conduct  of  hear- 
ings, refusing  your  representatives  the 
privileges  before  the  committee  always 
hitherto  extended  them,  and  person- 
ally leading  the  fight  upon  the  floor 
of  the  Senate  against  bills  which  his 
committee  had  before  considered. 

A  powerful  lobby,  at  the  crook  of 
whose  finger  numerous  so-called  rep- 
resentatives of  the  people  voted  like 
puppets. 

In  view  of  this  formidable  array  of 
talent  drawn  up  on  the  opposition 
rush  line,  it  must  be  confessed  that 
the  situation  was  not  a  cheerful  one, 
and  the  points  scored  on  the  labor  side 
of  the  game  were  necessarily  not  nu- 
merous. 

Appended  is  the  record  of  action 
taken  upon  the  more  important  meas- 
ures relatg  to  labor: 

Industrial  Education. 
In  accordance  with  the  instructions 
of  the  Pittsfield  convention,  your  com- 
mittee  appeared    before   the   special 
commission  on  industrial    training  in 


opposition  to  the  establishment  of 
trade  schools  as  part  of  the  public 
school  system  of  the  State.  This  com- 
mission held  extensive  hearings  in 
different  industrial  centres.  The  out- 
come of  its  investigation  has  been  the 
passage  of  an  act  creating  a  per- 
manent commission  on  industrial 
training,  with  a  three  year's  term  of 
office,  having  discretionary  powers  for 
such  additions  to  the  school  system  on 
the  lines  of  indusrial  training  as  it 
may  deem  advisable,  under  certain 
limitations,  giving  cities  and  towns 
power  to  appropriate  money  for  this 
work. 

The  Picketing  Bill. 

This  bill,  which  was  defeated  in  the 
Senate,  met  with  far  bitterer  opposi- 
tion than  ever  ever  before,  the  hear- 
ings of  the  remonstrants  drawing  out 
large  numbers  of  eminent  attorneys, 
summoned  by  the  Citizens'  Alliance, 
manufacturers  and  other  associations 
of  employers.  Your  representatives 
were  forced  to  listen  to  the  most  out- 
rageous falsehoods  against  organized 
labor  and  its  purpose  in  seeking  this 
legislation,  made  by  these  hired  "walk- 
ing delegates"  of  employers,  and  given 
no  chance  to  refute  or  even  to  cross- 
examine  the  witnessess,  as  the  chair- 
man of  the  Labor  Committee  refused 
to  allow  these  gentlemen  to  be  inter- 
rupted, although  on  many  other  bills 
he  permitted  the  counsel  for  the  Ark- 
wright  club  to  occupy  the  major  por- 
tion of  the  time  of  the  petitioners  by 
cross  examination,  often  trivial  or 
harassing  in  its  nature. 

A  bill  in  this  connection  was  intro- 
duced by  the  Employers'  Association 
of  Springfield  (House  217)  seeking  to 
make  it  a  criminal  offence  for  a  work- 
man to  threaten  to  "interfere  with  the 
business  of  any  employer."  This  bill, 
which  was  cunningly  drawn,  reads  as 
follows  : 

Amendment  to  chapter  106  of  the 
Revised  laws,  Section  11  : 

Section  11.  No  person  shall,  by  in- 
timidation or  force,  prevent  or  seek  to 
prevent  a  person  from  entering  into  or 
continuing  in  the  employment  of  any 
person  or  corporation.  Threat  of  loss 
of  employment,  or  threat  to  obstruct 
or  prevent  the  obtaining  of  employ- 
ment, or  threat  to  injure  or  interfere 
with  the  business  of  any  employer  to 
compel  him  to  discharge  from  employ- 
ment, or  to   refrain   from   employing 
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any  person,  shall  be  intimidation 
within  the  meaning  of  this  section. 
Whoever  violates  any  provision  of  this 
section  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
not  more  than  fifty  dollars  for  each 
offence. 

This  attempt  to  place  a  new  gag 
on  the  speech  of  labor  was  defeated  by 
the  house. 

Overtime  Bill. 

This  long  sought  for  measure  of  the 
factory  people  again  went  down  to  de- 
feat by  the  narrowest  of  margins  in 
the  Senate,  the  co-operation  of  Presi- 
dent Dana  being  necessary  to  accom- 
plish this  crime  against  the  women 
and  children  of  the  mills.  The  his- 
tory of  the  disgraceful  methods  used 
to  accomplish  this  result  is  already 
widely  known  to  the  public.  No  more 
flagrant  disregard  of  the  expressed 
will  of  the  people  of  the  common- 
wealth by  the  majority  of  the  Senate, 
no  more  truckling  subserviency  to  the 
mandate  of  the  lobby,  no  more  brazen 
violation  of  pledges  given  for  support, 
has  ever  been  paraded  before  a  patient 
and  long  suffering  labor  world  than  on 
the  memorable  day  when,  after  18  roll 
calls  and  an  unprecedented  use  of  the 
cloture,  the  murder  of  the  bill  was 
finally  consummated.  The  defeat  of 
this  bill,  however,  will  by  no  means 
have  been  without  result,  if  the  method 
of  its  taking  off  shall  have  the  effect 
of  stirring  the  sluggish  mind  of  Massa- 
chusetts labor  to  the  nature  of  the 
problem  with  which  it  has  to  deal  and 
shall,  as  now  seems  likely,  arouse  it  to 
proclaim  as  its  watchword  the  politi- 
cal shibboleth  of  the  American  Fed- 
eration of  Labor,  "We  will  stand  by 
our  friends  and  administer  a  stinging 
rebuke  to  men  or  parties  who  are 
either  indifferent,  negligent  or  hostile." 

The  workingmen  of  Massachusetts 
should  learn  by  heart  the  names  of 
those  who  are  for  and  against  this  bill. 
There  are  those  among  its  opponents 
those  who  have  the  consummate  audac- 
ity to  seek  further  political  advance- 
ment. It  is  not  yet  illegal  to  use  the 
boycott  at  the  polls. 

Neither  should  be  forgotten  the  gal- 
lant minority  who  were  true  to  the 
trust  reposed  in  them  and  who  fought 
to  the  last  ditch  and  went  down  with 
the  union  flag  flying,  only  when  forced 
to  yield  by  the  strength  of  numbers 
arrayed  against  them. 


Eight  Hour  Bill  for  Public  Em- 
ployees. 
The  eight  hour  bill  for  public  em- 
ployees was,  as  usual,  the  subject  of 
much  contention.  While  the  senti- 
ment of  the  lower  branch  was  decid- 
edly in  favor  of  the  bill,  the  Senate 
majority  reinforced  by  the  antagonism 
of  the  ways  and  means  committee, 
forced  its  friends  in  the  House  to  con- 
cur in  some  amendments  which  in  de- 
gree weakens  the  bill  in  the  form  fi- 
nally passed.  One  of  these  amend- 
ments excludes  from  the  bill  "contracts 
for  the  purchase  of  materials  and  sup- 
plies." The  other  strikes  out  the 
word  "persons,"  which  would  make 
the  bill  apply  to  all  employees,  and 
inserts  "laborers,  workmen  or 
mechanics,"  thus  leaving  its  applica- 
tion to  some  classes  of  employes  a 
a  matter  of  definition.  However  the 
principle  of  the  eight  hour  day  is  at 
last  recognized  by  the  commonwealth, 
and  the  Governor  did  not  repeat  the 
mistake  of  a  predecessor  by  vetoing 
it. 

Public  Opinion  Bill. 
This  bill  provided  that  on  the  appli- 
cation of  ten  per  cent  of  the  voters  two 
questions  might  be  put  upon  the  bal- 
lot for  an  expression  of  will  by  the 
people.  The  joint  committee  on  elec- 
tion laws  made  an  unanimous  report 
in  favor  of  this  very  conservative 
measure.  This  report  passed  the 
lower  branch  by  a  vote  of  98  to  2. 
The  senate  rejected  it  by  a  vote  of  17 
to  12.  The  legislative  developments 
of  the  past  year,  not  alone  as  to  labor, 
but  also  as  to  the  bucket  shop  and 
other  measures,  should  open  the  eyes 
of  our  people  as  to  necessity  for  es- 
tablishing the  principle  of  direct  legis- 
lation. Under  present  conditions  the 
Massachusetts  Senate  is  as  far  re- 
moved from  the  popular  mandate  as 
though  it  were  an  appointive  body. 
Only  an  overpowering  demonstration 
of  what  the  people  demand  is  able  to 
affect  this  oligarchy  of  representatives 
of  special  interests  and  misrepresen- 
tatives  of  industrial  interests.  It  is 
time  for  you  to  organize  this  demon- 
stration. 

Ancient  and   Honorables. 

The   joint  committee  on   judiciary 

reported  reference  to  the  next  General 

Court  on  the  measures  removing  the 

members  of  the   Ancient    and    Hon-

orable  Artillery  from  the  list  of  ex- 
empts from  jury  duty,  and  this  report 
was  accepted  by  the  house.  The 
bold  warriors  of  this  famous  military 
organization,  who  never  fire  a  gun, 
mustered  in  force  to  the  defence  of 
their  ancient  prerogatives  and  were 
given  what  the  French  call  "a  bad 
quarter  of  an  hour"  by  our  co-dele- 
gate, E.  Gerry  Brown  of  Brockton,  and 
also  by  several  members  of  the  judi- 
ciary committee,  but  finally  won  a 
bloodless  victory  and  preserved  one 
of  the  great  incentives  for  enrollment 
in  their  ranks. 

Miscellaneous. 

An  attempt  was  once  more  made  to 
repeal  that  portion  of  the  58  hour  law 
which  applies  to  mercantile  establish- 
ments during  the  holiday  season,  and 
once  again  the  grotesque  spectacle 
was  presented  of  employees  appealing 
to  the  committee  to  give  them  the 
privilege  of  working  longer  hours. 
The  bill  remains  unaltered. 

A  bill  was  passed  amending  the 
employers'  liability  law  to  permit  the 
recovery  of  damages  for  concious  suf- 
fering before  death  in  the  case  of  a 
fatal  accident,  and  also  a  bill  which 
raises  the  amount  which  may  be  re 
covered  by  employes  for  damages  by 
accidents  in  operation  of  machinery 
or  cars. 

A  measure  was  adopted  providing 
for  better  sanitary  appliances  in  foun- 
dries, and  an  amendment  was  passed 
to  the  engineers'  license  law  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  desire  of  the  union 
men  in  that  trade. 

Through  the  recommendation  of 
Governor  Guild  amendments  were 
passed  to  the  laws  governing  child 
labor,  giving  truant  officers  power  to 
enter  the  mills  and  enforce  the  law 
and  providing  a  penalty  of  imprison- 
ment instead  of  a  fine  in  the  case  of  a 
parent  or  padrone  falsifying  the  age 
of  a  child  in  order  to  obtain  employ- 
ment for  it. 

Conclusion. 
In  the  report  of  your  committee  one 
year  ago,  when  recommending  the 
pledging  of  our  membership  to  vote 
only  for  those  candidates  favorable  to 
the  specific  measures  endorsed  by 
this  body,  we  said  that  several  years 
would  be  necessary  to  accomplish  the 
enactment  of  the  bills  named,  by  this 
means.     We  are  yet  of  opinion  that  we 


should  not,  as  an  organization,  permit 
our  attention  to  be  diverted  from  this 
end.  Our  propaganda  has  been  by 
no  means  ineffective,  although  local 
unions  have  not  given  that  co-opera- 
tion in  the  work  of  getting  pledges  as 
might  reasonably  be  expected.  We 
believe,  however,  that  the  policy  in- 
augurated last  year  should  be  contin- 
ued. There  is  imminent  danger  that 
by  failing  to  concentrate  for  a  few 
bills,  we  shall  lose  all.  It  would  be 
bad  judgment  to  enlarge  the  scale  of 
our  specific  demands  to  such  an  ex- 
tent as  to  lose  the  effect  of  the  work 
which  has  already  been  done  for  di- 
rect legislation,  for  the  overtime  and 
picketing  bills ;  we  therefore  recom- 
mend : 

1.  That  the  convention  renew  its 
declaration  of  last  year  as  to  these 
three  measures  as  test  measures. 

2.  That  the  delegates  to  this  con- 
vention be  appointed  as  committees 
to  bring  back  before  their  local  unions 
the  matter  of  pledging  representative 
and  senatorial  candidates  upon  these 
measures. 

3.  That  the  incoming  legislative 
committee  be  instructed  to  again  con- 
centrate its  efforts  for  the  enactment 
of  these  bills.

Report  of  Committee  on  Rules 
adopted. 

Delegate  Driscoll  moved  that  a  com- 
mittee of  five  be  appointed  to  draft 
Resolution  asking  International  Unions 
to  request  their  locals  in  Massachusetts 
to  affiliate  with  State  Branch  A.  F.  of 
L.     Adopted. 

Delegate  Driscoll  moved  that  we  go 
into  executive  session  to  consider  the 
matter  pertaining  to  wage  earners' 
clubs.     Adopted. 

On  motion  the  Convention  went  into 
the  committee  of  the  whole. 

Committee  of  whole  rise  at  4.55  P.  M. 

Delegate  Nolan  offered  the  following, 
which  was  before  the  committee  of 
whole  and  no  action  taken  by  it  thereby 
moving  reference  to  the  Executive 
Board  with  full  power  to  act. 

Resolved,  that  we  urge  working  men 
to  identify  themselves  with  the  wage 
earners'  club  movement  in  their  respec- 
tive districts  in  pursuance  of  the  policy 
recommended  by  the  national  officers  of 
the  American  Federation  of  Labor;  that 
they  give  attention  to  regisration  and 
enrollment,  and  the  naturalization  of 
prospective  citizens,  so  that  we  may  by 
systematic,  concentrated  effort,  defeat 
our  enemies  and  elect  to  office  men  who 
will  favor  legislation  demanded  by  the 
people. 

Resolved,  that  as  a  means  toward  se- 
curing systematic  and  intelligent  non- 
partisan political  action,  and  particu- 
larly of  ascertaining  records  of  candi- 
dates voting  against  labor  legislation  in 
the  Massachusetts  General  Court  of 
1906  and  assisting  trade  unionists  and 
others  in  antagonizing  enemies  of  labor, 
the  secertary  of  the  Mass.  State  Branch 
be,  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  at  once 
engage  headquarters  in  Boston  and  take 
personal  charge  thereof,  and  therefrom 
conduct  a  campaign  in  directing  the 
forces  of  Massachusetts  wage  earners 
against  unfair  candidates  for  office;  that 
the  secretary  have  power  to  engage 
stenographer  and  such  other  clerical 
assistance  as  may  be  deemed  to  be 
necessary,  and  for  the  purpose  of  fin- 
ancing this  movement  that  a  special  ap- 
peal   be    made    to    the   trade    unions    of 


Massachusetts  for  funds  to  carry  on 
this  campaign. 

Resolved,  that  the  secretary  be  in- 
structed to  take  up  this  work  at  once 
upon  adjournment  of  this  convention, 
expenses  to  be  defrayed  from  treasury 
of  the  Mass.  State  Branch,  A.  F.  of   L. 

Pending  consideration  of  the  report 
of  said. committee,  Convention  adjourned 
at   5.30  P.  M.

Delegate  F.  H.  McCarthy  reported  for 
Committee    on   Resolutions. 

Resolution  No.  1,  by  D.  D.  Driscoll, 
S.  Myers. 

An  Act  to  limit  and  define  the  powers  of 
Courts  of  Equity  relative  to  trade  dis- 
putes between  employers  and  employ- 
ees, and  to  regulate  proceedings  upon 
contempts  therein. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives  in  General  Court  as- 
sembled, and  by  the  authority  of  the 
same: 

Section  1.  AH  suits  in  equity  relative 
to  trade  disputes  between  employers  and 
employees  shall  be  subject  to  the  provi- 
sions  of  this   act. 

Secf-'on  2.  Upon  the  commencement  of 
such  suit,  such  notice  as  the  Court  may 
order  shall  be  given  to  the  defendants 
named  therein  to  appear  and  show  cause 
why  the  prayers  of  the  plaintiff  should 
not  be  granted.  Such  notice  shall  be 
served  upon  the  defendants  as  is  pro- 
vided by  Section  25  of  Chapter  217  of 
the  Revised  Laws  for  the  service  of 
summonses. 

Upon  or  after  the  day  set  for  appear- 
ance in  such  notice  the  Court  may,  upon 
the  request  of  any  of  the  parties,  fix  a 
time  within  which  the  defendants  shall 
plead  to  the  said  bill,  whether  such 
time  be  before  or  after  the  return  day 
in  such  suit.  Upon  or  after  the  time 
so  fixed,  the  Court  may  dispose  of  any 
demurrers,  pleas,  motions,  exceptions  to 
answers  or  other  pleadings  until  the 
parties  shall  be  at  issue.  When  the 
parties  are  at  issue,  the  Court  may  make 
orders  for  the  trial  thereof  by  the  Court 
or  by  a  master  in  chancery,  fix  the  time 
within  which  the  parties  shall  present 
their  evidence  and  may,  from  time  to 
time,  make  such  other  orders  or  decrees 
with  respect  to  such  trial  as  justice 
may  require;  provided,  however,  that  if 
any  party  shall  request  a  trial  by  jury. 
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the  issues  of  fact  raised  by  the  plead- 
ings shall  be  framed  under  the  direction 
of  the  Court  and  shall  be  tried  by  a 
jury.  |  \ 

Upon  the  findings  of  the  jury  on  such 
issues,  the  Court  shall  proceed  to  pro- 
nounce judgment  in  accordance  there- 
with, but  the  Court  may  re-commit  to 
the  jury  any  issue  upon  which  the  find- 
ings are,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Court, 
insufficient   or   defective. 

Section  3.  No  injunction  or  restrain- 
ing order  shall  be  granted  before  a  final 
decree  in  such  suit  on  account  of  any 
acts  done  before  the  day  when  the  no- 
tice provided  by  Section  2  of  this  act 
is  returnable,  nor  by  reason  of  any  acts 
of  any  persons  other  than  the  defend- 
ants named  in  the  bill  in  such  suit. 

The  plaintiff  in  such  suit  may,  at 
any  time  before  a  final  decree  therein, 
file  affidavits  setting  forth  any  acts 
done  after  such  return  day  upon  which 
an  interlocutory  injunction  or  restrain- 
ing .order  is  claimed,  and  shall  set  forth 
the  names  of  the  defendants  doing  such 
acts  and  the  times  and  places  where 
said  acts  were  done,  and  the  Court  shall 
thereupon  give  notice  to  such  defend- 
ants to  appear  and  show  cause  why  an 
injunction  should  not  be  issued  against 
them.  If,  upon  a  hearing,  it  shall  ap- 
pear to  the  Court  that  such  acts  will, 
if  continued,  cause  irreparable  injury  to 
the  personal  or  real  property  of  the 
plaintiff,  an  interlocutory  injunction 
may  be  ordered  against  the  defendants 
adjudged  to  have  done  such  acts,  but 
against  no  others,  and  said  injunction 
shall,  unless  otherwise  ordered,  continue 
in  effect  until  the  final  decree  in  said 
suit. 

Section  4.  No  injunction  or  restrain- 
ing order  shall  be  granted  against  the 
following  acts: 

First.  A  combination,  agreement  or 
contract  to  do,  or  procure  to  be  done,  or 
not  to  do,  or  procure  not  to  be  done,  any 
act  which  would  not  be  punishable  as  a 
crime  if  committed  by  one  person. 

Second.  The  lawful  and  peaceable  use 
of   the    public    highways. 

Third.  The  establishment  of  pickets 
or  patrols  in  a  peaceable  and  reasonable 
manner,  if  the  same  be  done  with  the 
object  of  obtaining  or  communicating 
information  or  persuading  some  persons 
to  work  or  to  abstain  from  working. 

Fourth.  The  writing,  printing,  declar- 
ing or  stating  that  any  persons,  firms 
or  corporations  are  deemed  fair  or  un- 
fair in  their  dealings  with  any  other- 
persons,  firms,  corporations  or  oi'gani- 
zations  and  requesting,  on  account 
thereof,  any  person,  firm,  or  corporation 
to  deal  with  or  not  to  deal  with  such 
persons,  firms,  or  corporations  so  de- 
clared to  be  fair  or  unfair. 


Fifth.  The  soliciting  of  any  person 
not  to  work  for  or  employ  another,  pro- 
vided such  solicitation  be  without  threat 
or  intimidation  by  the  person  soliciting, 
but  no  acts  or  words  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  a  threat  or  intimidation  unless  the 
person  solicited  shall,  at  the  time  there- 
of, expressly  object  thereto. 

Section  5.  No  injunction  or  restrain- 
ing order  shall  be  directed  to  or  shall 
bind  any  person  until  he  shall  have  been 
made  a  party  defendant  by  name  and 
has  been  served  with  notice  as  provided 
in  Section  Two  of  this  act,  and  shall 
have  had  opportunity  to  answer  to  such 
bill  and  to  be  heard  thereon,  excepting 
that  such  order  or  decree  against  a  cor- 
poration may  be  directed  to  and  shall 
bind  the  servants,  agents  and  attorneys 
of  such  corporation;  nor  shall  any  such 
injunction  or  restraining  order  bind  any 
person  who  has  not  been  served  with  a 
copy  thereof. 

Section  6.  Any  motion  or  application 
to  commit  for  contempt  of  an  injunc- 
tion or  restraining  order  in  such  suit 
shall  contain  a  full,  plain,  substantial 
and  formal  description  of  the  offence 
charged,  together  with  affidavits  setting 
forth  the  evidence  upon  which  the 
charges  are  based,  the  time  and  place 
of  the  acts  charged  and  the  person  or 
persons   charged   therewith. 

Any  writ  of  attachment  or  other 
process  for  the  appearance,  arrest  and 
commitment  of  a  person  so  charged 
with  contempt  shall  contain  such  de- 
scription, and  any  persons  so  attached, 
arrested  or  committed  may  have  bail  as 
in  criminal  cases.  Such  writ  or  process 
shall  state  the  time  and  place  for  hear- 
ing the  matter  and  at  such  time  the 
person  accused  may  answer  to  the 
charges  made.  After  the  answer  of  the 
accused,  or  if  he  refuse  or  fail  to  an- 
swer, the  Court  may  proceed  to  hear 
and  determine  such  charges  upon  such 
testimony  as  shall  be  produced.  If  the 
accused  answer,  the  trial  shall  pro- 
ceed upon  testimony  produced  as  in 
criminal  cases  and  the  accused  shall  be 
entitled  to  be  confronted  with  the  wit- 
nesses against  him.  Such  trial  shall 
be  by  the  Court  unless  the  accused 
shall  request  a  trial  by  a  jury,  in  which 
case  a  trial  by  jury  shall  be  had.  Such 
trial  by  jury  shall  be  had  as  in  crimi- 
nal cases  and  the  jury  shall  determine 
whether  the  accused  be  "guilty"  or  ."not 
guilty"  of  the  contempt  charged.  If  the 
accused  be  found  guilty  upon  such  trial 
by  the  Court  or  by  the  jury,  judgment 
shall  be  entered  accordingly  prescribing 
the  punishment.  If  the  accxised  be  found 
not  guilty  upon  such  trial,  he  shall  be 
forthwith  discharged. 

Section  7.  The  testimony  taken  on 
the  trial  of  any  accusation  of  contempt 
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may  be  preserved  by  a  bill  of  excep- 
tions and  any  judgment  of  conviction 
therefor  may  be  reviewed  in  the  manner 
provided  by  law  for  the  review  of  crimi- 
nal cases.  If  such  review  shall  be  de- 
manded, execution  of  the  judgment  shall 
be  stayed  upon  the  giving  of  such  bond 
as  may  be  required  by  the  Court. 

Section  8-.  In  any  trial  by  jury  under 
the  terms  of  this  act  the  Court  shall 
have  all  the  powers  provided  for  the 
trial  of  issues  of  fact  by  a  jury  in  Sec- 
tions 36,  37  and  38  of  Chapter  159  of 
the  Revised  Laws. 

Committee  recommend  reference  to 
Executive  Committee  to  determine  form 
of  bill  desired.     Carried.

ploy about  one  hundred  drivers  and 
helpers,  and 

Whereas,  Said  drivers  and  helpers  are 
not  members  of  any  labor  organization, 
and  all  attempts  by  the  Teamsters' 
Joint  Council,  the  Central  Labor  Union, 
and  Newspaper  Wagon  Drivers'  Union 
of  Boston  to  organize  the  drivers  and 
helpers  employed  on  the  wagons  of  the 
Hotel  and  Railroad  News  Company  have 
been  so  far  unsuccessful  on  account  of 
the  tactics  used  by  the  Hotel  and  Rail- 
road News  Company,  which  have  re- 
fused to  meet  representatives  of  or- 
ganized labor  and  have  threatened  to 
discharge  and  have  discharged  those  in 
their  employ  who  have  any  dealings 
with  labor  unions  or  who  become  mem- 
bers of  a  labor  union. 

Resolved,  That  the  Mass.  State  Branch 
A.  F.  of  L.,  in  convention  assembled,  in- 
struct the  incoming  Executive  Council 
to  co-operate  with  the  Newspaper 
Wagon  Drivers'  Union,  Teamsters'  Joint

Resolution  No.  11,  by  T.  N.  Nolan. 

Resolved,  That  the  attention  of  cities 
or  towns  which  have  adopted  the  eight 
hour  law,  Section  20,  Chapter  106,  Re- 
vised Laws,  is  called  to  the  law  passed 
and    signed    in    June,     1906,     known    as 


Chapter  517,  entitled  an  act  to  consti- 
tute eight  hours  a  maximim  day's  work 
for  public  employees,  which  provides 
that  every  contract  excluding  contracts 
for  the  purchase  of  material  or  supplies 
to  which  the  Commonwealth  or  any 
county  therein  or  of  any  city  or  town 
which  has  accepted  the  provisions  of 
Section  20,  Chapter  106,  Revised  Laws, 
is  a  party,  which  may  involve  the  em- 
ployment of  laborers,  workmen  or  me- 
chanics, shall  contain  a  stipulation  that 
no  laborer,  workman  or  mechanic  in  the 
employ  of  the  contractor,  sub -contractor 
or  other  person  doing  or  contracting  to  do 
the  whole  or  part  of  the  work  contem- 
plated by  the  contract  shall  be  required 
to  work  more  than  eight  hours  in  any 
one  calendar  year,  and  this  act  shall 
apply  to  all  laborers,  workmen  or  me- 
chanics engaged  upon  any  works  which 
are  or  are  intended  to  be  the  property 
of  the  Commonwealth,  or  of  any  county 
therein,  or  of  any  city  or  town  which 
has  accepted  the  provisions  of  Sec.  20, 
Chap.  106  Revised  Statutes,  whether 
such  laborers,  workmen  or  mechanics 
are  employed  by  public  authority  or  by 
a  contractor  or  other  person. 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the 
Mass.  State  Branch  A.  F.  of  L.  is  hereby 
instructed  to  bring  this  matter  to  the 
attention  of  the  Central  Labor  Unions, 
Building  Trades  Council  and  locals 
throughout  the  Commonwealth,  and 
urge  them  to  give  careful  attention  to 
thorough  enforcement  of  Chapter  517 
and  in  case  of  violation  thereof  to  at 
once  bring  it  to  the  notice  of  District 
Attorney  of  their  county  and  demand 
immediate  investigation. 

Resolved,  That  we  urge  upon  cities 
and  towns  that  have  not  yet  adopted 
the  eight  hour  day  as  provided  in  Sec. 
20,  Chapter  106,  Revised  Laws,  the 
necessity  for  taking  steps  that  will 
bring  to  laborers,  workmen  and  mechan- 
ics the  boon  of  a  shorter  work  day  as 
provided  for  in   the  eight  hour  law.

Resolved,  That  the  members  of  or- 
ganized labor  and  workingmen  generally 
are  asked  to  refuse  to  support  for  public 
office  any  candidate  who  fails  to  have 
his  printing,  sign  work,  etc.,  produced 
under  union  conditions  and  bearing  the 
union   label  of  the   respective  crafts.

Whereas,  We  believe  it  to  be  utterly 
unfair  that  a  Military  Band  in  the  ser- 
vice of  the  U.  S.  Government  that  is 
paid  by  the  people  and  fully  equipped 
with  food,  clothing,  residence,  and  medi- 
cal attendance  at  the  expense  of  the 
people,  should  be  allowed  to  enter  the

chanics Building,  Boston,  Mass.,  the 
management  of  the  Fair  as  well  as  the 
officials  of  the  Navy  Department,  have 
demonstrated  their  utter  lack  of  consid- 
eration for  the  interests  of  a  large  body 
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of  citizens  and  wage  earners,  and  abso- 
lutely disregarded  the  appeals  and  pro- 
tests of  organized  labor  throughout  the 
United  States,  be  it, 

Resolved,  That  the  State  Branch  of 
the  A.  F.  of  L.  do  hereby  severely  con- 
demn and  deprecate  the  action  of  the 
Food  Fair  management  and  take  this  op- 
portunity to  heartily  endorse  the  intel- 
ligent action  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen 
of  Boston  at  their  meeting,  Monday,  Oct.

Throughout  the  State  there  is  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  labor  engaged  in  the 
production  and  handling  of  leather  in 
such  localities  as  Peabody,  Salem,  Lynn, 
Woburn,  Boston,  Danvers,  Lowell,  and 
other  parts  of  the  State,  and  with  the 
exception  of  Lowell  there  is  no  trade 
union  of  this  class  of  labor.  An  organi- 
zation of  leather  workers  has  been  es- 
tablished in  Lowell  for  the  past  ten 
years,  and  during  that  time  has  made 
wonderful  progress  in  improving  the 
working  condition  of  its  members. 

The  members  of  this  organization  be- 
lieving that  similar  unions  could  be  es- 
tablished in  the  various  localities,  where 
tanneries,  morocco  shops,  and  leather 
ware-rooms  are  located,  ask  of  this  con- 
vention that  it  instruct  its  incoming 
Executive  Council  to  use  all  possible 
efforts  in  organizing  this  branch  of 
labor  and  more  especially  in  Boston, 
where  so  many  persons  are  employed  in 
the  leather  ware-rooms  and  whose  or- 
ganization would  have  a  great  influence 
in  organizing  the  help  in  the  factories 
whose  products  they  handle. 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved  that  the  dele- 
gates and  officers  are  hereby  instructed 
to  use  every  effort  to  bring  about  a 
complete  organization  of  the  labor  en- 
gaged in  the  manufacturing  and  hand- 
ling of  leather  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  state  branch.

Congressmen  Lawrence,  Gillet,  Hoar, 
Tirrell,  Ames,  Cardner,  Roberts,  Weeks 
and  Lovering. 

While   we   are  condemning  the   action 
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of  Congressmen  who  by  their  votes 
showed  themselves  to  be  antagonistic 
to  the  best  interests  of  labor,  we  ought 
not  to  forget  the  good  work  done  by 
Congressmen  McNary  and  Keleher,  who 
not  only  stood  by  labor's  best  interest, 
but  in  their  reply  to  President  Gompers 
stated  their  position  frankly  and  hon- 
estly and  promised  that  at  all  times 
they  would  support  labor's  just  and  rea- 
sonable demands. 

We  also  recommend  that  in  the  pres- 
ent campaign,  wherever  there  is  a  can- 
didate for  Congress  whose  legislature 
recox-d  is  adverse  to  the  best  interests 
of  labor,  that  the  facts  be  brought  to 
the  attention  of  Labor  Unions  and  their 
friends. 

And  in  this  class  we  place  the  name 
of  Daniel  Lane,  who  has  at  all  times 
and  under  all  conditions,  shown  himself 
to  be  a  most  bitter  enemy  to  the  best 
interests  of  the  people. 

And  Ave  further  recommend  that  this 
report  be  accepted,  our  recommendation 
endorsed  as  the  sense  of  the  Convention 
and  the  Executive  Council  be  empowered 
to  take  immediate  action.

Whereas,  a  Congressional  Commission 
has  been  appointed  to  investigate  and 
report  to  Congress,  by  bill  or  other- 
wise, landings  and  recommendations  re- 
garding   second-class    mail    matter. 

Whereas,  An  increase  from  the  pres- 
ent rate  of  one  cent  per  pound  to  four 
and  possibly  eight  cents  per  pound  on 
second-class  postage  has  been  recom- 
mended to  offset  a  postal  deficit.

Whereas,  In  August,  1904,  the  Man- 
ufacturers of  Clothing  combined  to  lock 
out  the  men,  informing  them  that  they 
were  going  to  operate  Open  Shops,  and 
after  a  bitter  struggle  lasting  six 
weeks,  we  were  compelled  to  go  back  to 
work,  thereby  gaining  a  victory  over  or- 
ganized labor,  and  whereas  if  members 
purchasing  clothing  looked  for  the  Gar- 
ment Workers'  label,  the  victory  would 
be  ours.

We  recommend  that  the  Executive 
Council  continue  its  effective  work  in 
their  effort  to  strengthen  and  increase 
the  power  of  the  various  Central  Labor 
Unions  throughout  the  State. 

We  recommend  that  the  Executive 
Council  issue  a  circular  informing  or- 
ganized labor  that  the  saloons  of 
Michael  P.  Murphy,  Shawmut  Ave.,  and 
Fred  F.  Ryan,  Hampden  St.,  both  of 
Boston,  are  still  upon  the  unfair  list, 
the  same  to  be  sent  to  the  various  locals 
and  in  which  it  shall  request  said 
locals  to  notify  their  members  to  re- 
frain from  patronizing  said  saloons  until 
such  time  as  they  employ  members  of 
Bartenders'  Union. 

We  also  recommend  that  the  same 
course  be  pursued  with  reference  to  the 
grievance  existing  between  Musicians' 
Union  No.  9,  and  the  Grand  Opera 
House,  requesting  the  several  locals  to 
notify  their  members  to  keep  away 
from  the  Grand  Opera  House  until  Mr. 
Magee  adjust  the  grievance  now  exist- 
ing. 

We  recommend  that  in  the  case  of  the 
controversy  between  the  Riggers  and 
the  Teamsters  of  Boston,  that  each  local 
appoint  a  committee  of  three  to  act  in 
conjunction  with  the  Secretary  of  the 
State  Branch,  with  a  view  to  adjusting 
said  controversy. 

We  recommend  that  the  methods  pur- 
sued by  the  Executive  Council  in  the 
settlement  of  the  various  controversies 
brought  before  them,  be  commended,  and 
that  vote  of  thanks  be  extended  by  the 
Convention  for  their  untiring  efforts  in 
behalf  of  organized  labor.

We,  the  undersigned  committee  on 
officers'  report,  beg  leave  to  submit  the 
folloAving: 

After  a  careful  perusal  of  the  Presi- 
dent and  Secretary's  reports  we  find 
that  they  indicate  that  the  affairs  of 
the  office  of  the  President  and  Sec- 
Treas.  were  conducted  in  such  a  manner 
as  to  further  the  intei'ests  and  increase 
the  influence  of  the  Massachusetts 
State  Branch  of  the  Federation  of 
Labor  and  reflect  great  credit  upon 
themselves. 

Your  committee  approve  of  the 
President's  report  and  most  heartily 
endorse    his    recommendation. 

We,  therefore,  recommend  the  rising 
vote  of  thanks  for  the  faithful  service 
and  untiring  efforts  in  behalf  of  organ- 
ized labor. 

Your  Committee,  after  a  thorough  ex-

We  believe  that  the  law  comprehends 
that  the  Industrial  Commission  shall 
continue  the  work  of  investigation  and 
not  leave  this  important  matter  in  the 
hands  of  any  one  person,  Secretary,  or 
otherwise,  that  the  interests  of  the 
wage  earners  must  be  safeguarded  and 
their  wishes  conserved,  and  that  the 
Executive  Council  continue  their  work 
in  advancing  the  interests  of  organized 
labor. 

That  the  Legislative  Committee  be  in- 
sti-ucted  to  draft  and  present  a  bill  to 
the  Legislature,  making  election  day  a 
legal  holiday. 

Your  committee  further  agree  that 
the  Secretary-Treasurer  should  be  com- 
mended for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his 
duties  and  that  the  compensation  he  is 
now  receiving  is  not  enough  for  the  ex- 
haustive work  that  falls  upon  him,  both 
day  and  night,  and  we  sincerely  recom- 
mend that  his  salary  for  the  year  1906 
be  $400.00,  as  a  just  reward  and  appre- 
ciation for  services  rendered  so  faith- 
fully. 

Your  committee  respectfully  recom- 
mend that  the  reports  of  both  the 
President  and  the  Secretary-Treasurer 
be  adopted.
